driviog  of  her  is  Another.  Any  one,  a 
child,  ti'tnost,  can  turn  ou  the  uteani  and 
turn  it  off  again  :  but  it  aint  every  one  that 
can  keep  a  engine  well  on  the  road,  no 
more  than  it  ain't  every  one  who  can  ride 
a  horse  properly.  It  in  much  the  eaiue 
thing.  If  you  gallop  a  horse  rigbt  oil  for 
a  mile  or  too,  you  take  the  wind  out  of  hiiu, 
and  for  the  next  mile  or  two  you  must  let 
him  trot  or  walk.  So  it  is  with  a  engine. 
If  you  put  on  too  niuoh  steam,  I9  get  over 
the  groand  at  the  start,  yoa  exhaust  iho 
boiler,  and  then  you'll  have  lo  crawl  along 
till  your  fre:*h  water  boils  up.  The  great 
thing  in  driving  is,  to  go  steady,  never  to 
let  your  water  get  too  low,  nor  your  fire  loo 
low.  U'b  the  same  with  the  kedlo.  If  you 
fill  it  up  when  it  s  about  half  empty,  it 
soon  comes  to  tho  boil  again ;  but  if  you 
don't  fill  it  up  until  the  water's  aearly  out. 
It's  a  long  time  iu  coming  lo  the  boil  again. 
Another  thing:  you  should  never  mivko 
spurts,  unless  yen  are  detained  and  lose 
lime.  You  should  go  up  a  iticliue  and 
down  a  incline  ai  the  same  pace.  Sonietimes 
a  driver  will  wa.^te  his  steam,  and  when  he 
oomes  to  a  hill  he  has  soarcoly  enough  to 
drug  him  up.  When  you're  in  a  Iraiu  that 
goes  by  fits  and  starts,  you  may  be  snre 
that  there  is  a  bad  driver  ou  the  engine 
That  kind  of  driving  frightens  passengers 
dreadful.  When  the  train,  after  rattling 
along,  suddenly  slackens  !<pecd  when  itain'i 
near  a  station,  it  may  be  in  the  middle  of  a 
tunnel;  the  passengers  think  there  is  dan- 
ger. But  generally  it's  because  the  driver 
has  exhausted  his  steam. 

"  I  drove  the  Brighten  express,  four  or 


dry  the  next.  If  ever  a  man  had  an  ezouse 
for  drinking,  that  man's  a  engine-driver. 
.\nd  yet  I  don't  know  if  ever  a  driver  goes 
upon  a  engine  drunk.  If  he  was  to,  the 
wind  would  soon  sober  him. 

*'  1  believe  engine-drivers,  as  a  body,  are 
the  healthiest  fellows  alive:  but  they  don't 
^ve  long.  The  cause  of  that,  I  believe  to 
be  the  cold  food,  and  the  shaking.  By  the 
cold  food,  1  mean  that  a  engine-driver  nev- 
er gels  his  mcHls  comfortable.  He's  never 
at  home  to  his  dinner.  When  he  starts 
away  the  first  thing  in  the  morning,  he 
lakes  ft  bit  of  cold  meat  and  a  piece  of 
bread  with  him  for  his  dinner ;  ami  gener- 
ally he  has  to  eat  it  in  the 
shed,  for  he  musn't  leave  his  en- 
gine. \  ou  can  understand  how  the  jolt- 
ing and  shaking  knocks  a  man  up,  after  a 
bit.  The  insuriiuco  companies  won't  take 
us  at  ordinary  ratt-s.  We're  obliged  to  be 
Foresters,  or  Old  Friends,  or  that  .-ort  of  a 
thing,  where  they  ain't  so  particular.  The 
wages  of  a  engine-driver  average  about  ten 
shillings  a  day,  but  if  he's  a  good  schemer 
with  his  coals — yes,  I  mean  if  he  economises 
his  coals — he's  allowed  ho  much  more, 
^oiiii)  will  make  from  fivo  to  ten  shillings  a 
week  that  way.  I  don't  ttomplain  of  the 
wages  piurticnlar;  but  it's  hard  lines  for 
siicti  as  uH,  to  have  to  pay  income  tax.  The 
company  giv*B  an  atwoant  of  all  our  wages, 
and  we  have  to  pay.     It's  a  shame. 

"  Our  domestic  life — our  life  at  home,  you 
mean  1  Well,  as  to  thnf ,  we  don't  see  much 
of  our  families.  I  leave  home  at  half  past 
seven  in  the  morning,  and  don't  get  back 
again  until  half-past  nine,  or  maybe  later 
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"  Altoge  ther?  Well.  Altogether,  since 
1S41,  I've  killed  seven  men  and  boys.  It 
ain't  many  in  all  those  years." 

These  startling  words  he  uttered  in  a 
serious  tone  as  he  leaned  against  the  Sta- 
tion-wall, lie  was  a  thick  set,  rudely  faced 
man,  with  coal  black  eyes,  the  whites  of 
which  were  not  white,  but  a  brownish  yel- 
low, and  apparently  scarred  and  seamed, 
at  if  they  had  been  operated  upon.  They 
were  eyes  that  worked  hard  in  looking 
through  wind  and  weather.  He  was  drcfsed 
in  a  short  bUck  pea-jacket  and  grimy  white 
canvas  trousers,  and  wore  on  his  head  a  flat 
black  cap.  There  was  no  sign  of  levity  in 
his  face.  His  look  was  serioiis  even  to  sad- 
ness, and  there  was  an  air  of  responsibility 
about  his  whole  bearing  which  assured  me 
that  he  spoke  in  earnest. 

"Yes,  sir,  1  have  been  for  five-anl-twenty 
years  a  Locomotive  Engine-driver;  and  in 
all  that  lime,  Ive  only  killed  seven  men 
and  boys.  There's  not  many  of  my  mates 
as  can  say  as  much  for  themselves.  Steadi- 
ness, sir, — steadiness  and  keeping  your 
eyes  open,  is  what  does  it.  When  I  say 
seven  men  au  1  boys,  I  mean  my  mates, — 
stokers,  porters,  and  so  forth.  I  don't  | 
count  passengers."  i 

How  did  he  become  an  engine-driver?       p 

••My  father,"  he  said,  "was  a  wheelwright 
in  a  small  way,  and  lived  in  a  liitle  cottage  . 
by  liie  side  of  the  railway  which  runs  be- 
tween Leeds  and  Selby.     It  was  the  second 
railway   laid    down   in    the   kingdom,  the 
second   af.er  the   Liverpool  &  Manchester,  ! 
where  Mr.  Haskisson  was  killed,  as  you  ', 
may  have   heard  on.  sir.     When  the  trains  I 
rushed  bj,  we  young  'uns  used  to  run  out  to  I 
look  at  'em,  and  hooray.      I   noticed  the  ' 
driver  turned    handles,  and    making  it  go,  | 
and  I  thought  to  myself  it  would  be  a  fine  : 
thing  to  be  a   engine-driver,  and  have  the  ! 
control  of  a  wonderful  machine  like  that.  1 
Before  the  railway,  the  driver  of  the  mail 
eoMh   was  the    biggest    man  I   knew.     I 
ikmight  I  should  like  to  be  the  driver  of  a  ' 
coacti.     We  had  a  picture  in  our  cottage  of  | 
George  the  Third  in  a  red  coat.     I   always 
mixed   up  the    driver  of  the   mail   coach — 
who  had  a  red  coat,  too — with  the  king,  only 
he  had  a  low  crowned  broad  brimmed  hat, 
which    the   king   hadn't.     In  my  idea,  the 
king  couldn't  be  a  greater  man  than  the 
driver  of  the  mail   coach.     I  had  always  a 
fai.cy    to  be    a   bead    man  of  some  kind. 
When  I  went  to  Leeds  once,  and  saw  a  man 
conducting  a  orchestra,  I  thought  I  should 
like   to   be  the  conductor  of  a  orchestra. 
When  I  went  home  1  made  myself  a  baton, 
and    went  about  the    fields   conducting   a 
orchestra.     It  was  n't  there,  of  course,  but 
I  pretended  it  was.     At  another  time  a  man 
with  a  whip  and  a  speaking  trumpet,  on  the 
stage  outs-ide  a  show,  took  my  fancy,  and  I 
thought  I  should  like  to  be  him.     But  when 
the  train  came  tlie  engine  driver  put  them 
all  in  the  shade,  and  I  was  resolved  to  be  a 
engine  driver.     It  wasn't  long  before  I  had 
to  do    something  to   earn    my  own    living, 
though  I  was  only  a  young  'un.     My  father 
died  suddenly — he  was  killed  by  thunder 
and  lightning  while  standing  und-r  a  tree 
out  of  the  rain — and  mother  couldn't  keep 
tis  all      The  diy  after  my  father's  burial  I 
walked   d..wn   to    the   station,   and   said  I 
wanted  to  ha  a  engine-driver.     The  station 
master  laughed  a  bit,  said  I  was  for  begin- 
ning early,  but  that  I    was  not  quite  big 
enough  yet.     He  gave  me  a  penny,  and  told 
me  to  go  home  and  grow,  and  come  again 
in  ten  years'  time.     I  didn't  dream  of  dan- 
ger then.     If  I  couldn't  be  a  engine-driver, 
I  was  determined  to  nave  something  to  do 
about  a  engine;  so,  as  I  could    get  nothing 
else,  I  went  on  board   a   H umber  steamer, 
and  broke  up  coals  for  the  stoker.     That 
was  how  I  began.     From  that,  I  became  a 
stoker,  first  on  board  a  boat,  and  then  on  a 
locomotive.     Then,  after  two  years'  service, 
I  became  a  driver  on    the  very  line  which 
passed   our   cottage.     My  mother  and  my 
brothers  and  sisters  came  out  to  look  at  me, 
the  first  day  I  drove.     I  was  watching  for 
them  and  they  was   watching  for  me,  and 
they  waved  their  hands  and  hoora'd,  and  I 
waved  my  hand  to  them.     I  had  the  steam 
well  UD,  and  w»s  going  at  a   rattling  pace, 
and  rare  proud  I  was  that  minute.     Never 
was  so  proud  in  my  life  ! 

"When  a  man  has  a  liking  for  a  thing  it's 
as  good  as  beiug  clever.  In  a  very  short 
time  I  became  one  of  the  best  drivers  on  tho 
line.  That  was  allowed.  I  took  a  pride 
in  it,  you  see,  and  liked  it.  No,  I  didn't 
know  much  about  the  engine  scien- 
tifically, as  you  call  it;  but  I  could  put  her 
to  rights  if  anything  went  out  of  gear — that  i 
is  to  say,  if  there  was  nothingbroken — but  j 
I  couldn't  have  explained  how  the  steam  [ 
worked  inside.  Starting  an  engine  is  just 
like  drawing  a  drop  of  gin.  You  turn  a 
hamlle  and  otf  fhe  goes  ;  thenyou  turn  the 
handle  the  other  w>»y,  put  on  the  brakes, 
and  you  stop  her.  There's  not  much  more 
ia  it.  so  far.  It's  no  good  being  scientific 
and  knowing  the  principle  of  the  engine  in- 
side ;  no  good  at  all.  Fitter?,  who  know 
all  the  ins  attd  outs  ot  the  engine,  make  the 
worst  drivers.  That's  well  known.  They 
know  too  much.  It'sjust  as  I've  heard  of 
a  man  with  regard  to  kix  inside :  if  he  knew 
what  a  complicated  machine  it  is,  he  would 
never  eat,  or  drink,  or  dance,  or  do  any- 
thing, for  fear  of  bunting  something.  So  it 
is  with  fitters.  But  us  as  are  not  troubled 
with  such  thoughts,  irp  go  ahead. 

"But  starting  a  engine's  one  thing,  and 


fivo  years  before  1  come  here,  and  the  an-  |  The  children  are  not  up  when  I  leave,  and 
nuals — that  is,  the  passengers  who  had  an- 
nual tickets — always  said  they  knew  when 
I  was  on  the  engine,  because  they  wasn't 
jerked.  Gentlemen  used  to  say,  as  they 
came  on  the  platform,  'Whodrivesto  day — 
Jim  Martin?'  And  when  the  guard  told 
them  yes,  they  said,  '  All  right,'  and  took 
their  seats  ({uite  comfortable.  But  the 
driver  never  gets  so  much  as  a  shilling: 
the  guard  comes  in  for  all  that, and  he  does 
not'uing  much.  Few  ever  think  of  the 
driver.  1  dare  say  Ihey  think  the  train 
goes  along  of  itself;  yet  if  we  didn't  keep 
a  sharp  look  out,  know  our  duiy,  and  do  it, 
they  might  all  go  to  smash  tho  next  mo- 
ment. 1  used  to  make  that  journey  to 
Brighton  in  fifty-two  minutes.  The  papers 
said  forty- nine  minutes,  but  that  was  com- 
ing it  a  little  too  strong.  I  had  to  watch 
signals  all  the  way,  one  every  two  mile?,  so 
that  me  and  my  stoker  were  on  the  stretch 
all  the  time,  doing  two  things  at  once — at 
tending  to  the  engine  aud  looking  out. 
I've  driven,  on  this  line,  eighty- 
one  miles  and  three-quarters  in  eighty- 
six  minutes.     There's  no  danger  in  speed 


they've  gone  to  bed  again  before  I  come 
home.  This  is  about  my  day : — Leave  Lon- 
don at  8.4"):  drive  for  four  hours  and  a  half; 
cold  snack  on  the  engine  step;  see  to  en- 
gine ;■  drive  back  again ;  clean  engine ; 
report  myself;  and  home.  Twelve  hours 
hard  and  anxious  work,  and  no  comfort- 
able victuals.  Yes,  our  wives  are  anxious 
about  us,  for  we  never  know  when 
we  go  out,  if  we  will  ever  come  back 
again.  We  ought  to  gohome  theminute  we 
leave  the  station,  and  report  ourselves  to 
those  that  are  thinking  on  us  and  depend- 
ing on  us ;  but  I'm  afraid  we  don't,  always. 
Perhaps  we  go  first  to  the  public  house,  and 
perhaps  you  would,  too,  if  you  were  in 
charge  cf  a  engine  all  day  long.  But  the 
wives  have  a  way  of  their  own  of  finding 
out  if  we're  all  right.  They  inquire  among 
each  other.  '  Have  you  seen  my  J  im  V  one 
says.  'No,' says  another,  'but  Jack  see 
him  coming  out  of  the  station  half  an  hour 
I  ago.'  Then  she  knows  that  her  Jim's  all 
right,  and  knows  where  to  find  him  if  she 
wautshim.  It's  a  pad  thing  when  any  of 
us  have  to  carry  bad  news  to  a  mate's  wife, 


if  you  have  a  good  road,  a  good  engine  and  1  None    of   us    likes  that  job.     I  remember 


not  too  many  coaches  behind.  No,  we  don't 
call  them  carriages,  we  always  call  them 
•coaches." 

"Yes;  oscillation  means  danger.  If  you 
are  ever  in  a  coach  that  oscillates  much, 
tell  of  it  at  (he  first  station  and  get  it 
coupled  up  closer.  Coaches  when  they're 
too  loose  are  apt  to  jump,  or  swing  off  the 
rails  ;  it's  quite  as  dangerous  when  they're 
coupled  up  too  close.  There  ought  to  be 
just  space  enough  for  the  buffers  to  work 
easy.  Passengers  are  frightened  in  tunnels, 
but  there's  less  danger,  n(ju;  in  tunnels  than 
anywhere  else  We  never  enter  a  tunnel 
unless  it's  signalled  clear. 

"  .\  train  can  be  stopped  wonderful  quick, 

even  when  running  express,    if  the  guards 

I  act  with   the  driver  and  clap   on  all  the 

I  brakes  promptly.     Much  depends  upon  the 

guards.     One  brake   behind  is  as  good  as 

i  two  in  front.      The  engine,  you  see,  loses 

I  weight  as  she  burns  her  coals  and  consumes 

i  her  water,   but  the   coaches  behind  don't 

i  alter.     We  have  a  good  deal  of  trouble  with 

i  young  guards.     In  their  anxiety  to  perform 

;  their  duties,  they  put  on   the   brakes   too 

'  soon,  so  that  sometimes  we  can  scarcely 

I  drag  the  train  into  the  station  ;  when  they 

I  grow  older  at  it  they  are  not  so  anxious, 

and  don't  put   them  on  soon  enough.     It's 

no  use  to  say,  when  an  accident  happens, 

that  they  did  not  put  on  the  brakes  in  time ; 

I  they  swear  they  did,  and  you   can't  prove 

'  that  they  didn't. 

"  Do  I  think  that  the  tapping  of  the 
wheels  with  a  hammer  is  a  mere  ceremony  ? 
Well,  I  don't  know  exactly  ;  I  should  not 
like  to  say.  It's  not  often  the  chaps  find 
anything  wrong.  They  may  sometimes  be 
half  asleep  when  a  train  comes  into  a  sta- 
tion in  the  middle  of  the  night.  You  would 
be  yourself.  They  ought  to  tap  the  axle 
box,  but  they  don't. 

"  Many  accidents  take  place  that  never 
get  into  the  papers  ;  many  trains,  full  of 
passengers,  escape  being  dashed  to  pieces 
by  next  door  to  a  miracle.  Nobody  knows 
anything  about  it  but  the  driver  and  the 
stoker.  I  remember  once,  when  I  was 
driving  on  the  Eastern  Counties.  Going 
round  a  curve,  I  suddenly  saw  a  train  com- 
ing along  on  the  same  line  of  rails.  I 
clapped  on  the  brake,  but  it  was  too 
late,  I  thought.  Seeing  the  engine  almost 
close  upon  us,  I  cried  to  my  stoker  to 
jump.  He  jumped  off  the  engine  al- 
most before  the  words  were  out  of  my 
month.  I  was  just  taking  my  hand  off  the 
lever  to  follow,  when  the  coming  train 
turned  off  on  the  points,  and  the  next  in- 
stant the  hind  coach  passed  my  engine  by  a 
shave.  It  was  the  nearest  touch  I  ever  saw. 
My  stoker  was  killed.  In  another  half 
second  1  should  have  jumped  off  and  been 
killed  too.  What  would  have  become  of  the 
train  without  us  is  ^  more  than  I  can  tell 
you. 

"  There  are  heaps  of  people  run  over 
that  no  one  ever  hears  about.  One  dark 
night  in  the  Black  Country,  me  and  my 
mate  felt  something  wet  and  warm  splash 
in  our  faces.  *  That  didn't  come  from  the 
engine,  Bill,'  I  said.  'No,'  he  said;  'it's 
something  thick,  Jim.'  It  was  blood. 
That's  what  it  was.  We  heard  afterwards 
that  a  collier  had  been  run  over.  W^hen  we 
kill  any  of  our  own  chaps,  we  say  as  little 
about  It  as  possible.  It's  generally — most 
always — their  own  fault.  No,  we  never 
think  of  danger  ourselves.  We're  used  to 
it,  you  see.  But  we're  not  reckless 
don't  believe  there's  any  body  of  men  that 
takes  more  pride  in  their  work  than 
engine-drivers  do.  We  are  as  proud  and  as 
fond  ot  our  engines  as  if  they  were  living 
things ;  as  proud  of  them  as  a  huntsman  or 
a  jockey  is  of  his  horse.  And  a  engine  has 
almost  as  many  ways  as  a  horse ;  she's  a 
kicker,  a  plunger,  a  roarer,  or  what  not,  in 
her  way.  Put  a  stranger  on  to  my  engine, 
and  he  wouldn't  know  what  to  do  with  her. 
Yes;  there's  wonderful  improvements  in 
engines  since  the  last  great  Exhibition. 
Some  of  them  take  up  their  water  without 
stopping.  Thai's  a  wonderful  invention, 
and  yet  as  simple  as  A  B  C.  There  are 
water  troughs  at  certain  places,  lying  be- 
tween the  rails.  By  moving  a  Icveryoulct 
down  the  mouth  of  a  sooop  into  the  water, 
and  as  you  rash  along,  the  water  is  forced 
into  the  tank,  at  the  rate  of  three  thousand 
gallons  per  minute. 

"A  engine-driver's  chief  anxiety  is  to 
keep  time;  that's  what  he  thinks  moEt  of. 
When  I  was  driving  the  Brighton  express, 
I  always  felt  like  as  if  I  was  riding  a  race 
against  time.  I  had  no  fear  of  the  pace  ; 
what  I  feared  was  losing  way  and  not  get- 
ting in  to  the  minute.  We  have  to  give  in 
an  account  of  our  time  when  we  arrive. 
The  company  provides  us  with  watcher, 
and  we  go  by  them.  Before  starting  on  a 
journey,  we  pass  through  a  room  to  be  in- 
spected. That's  to  see  if  we  are  sober. 
But  they  don't  say  nothing  to  U9,  and  a  man 
who  was  a  little  gone  might  piiss  easy.  I've 
known  a  stoker  that  had  passe  .<  the  inspec- 
tion, come  on  to  the  engine  as  drunk  as  a 
fly,  flop  down  among  the  ooal,  and  sleep 
there  like  a  log  for  the  whole  run.  I  had 
to  be  my  own  stoker  then.  If  you  ask  me 
if  engine-drivers  are  drinking  men,  I  must 
answer  you  that  they  are  pretty  welL  It's 
trying  work;  one  half  of  you  cold  as  ice; 
t'other  half  hot  as  fire;  wet  one  minnte, 


when  Jack  I>avidge  was  killed,  none  of  us 
0ouid  face  his  poor  missus  with  the  news. 
She  had  seven  children,  poor  thing,  and  two 
of  em,  the  youngest,  was  down  with  the 
fever.  We  got  old  Mrs.  Berridge — Tom 
Berridge's  mother — to  break  it  to  her.  But 
she  knew  summat  was  the  matter  the  min- 
ute the  old  woman  went  in,  and,  afore  she 
spoke  a  word,  fell  down  like  as  if  she  was 
dead.  She  lay  all  night  like  that,  and 
never  heard  from  mortal  lips  until  next 
morning  that  her  George  was  killed.  But 
she  knew  it  in  her  heart.  It's  a  pitch-and- 
toss  kind  of  a  life,  ours '. 

'•  And  yet  I  never  was  nervous  on  a  en- 
gine but  once.  I  never  think  of  my  own 
life.  You  go  in  for  staking  that  when  you 
begin,  and  you  get  used  to  the  risk.  I 
never  think  of  the  passengers,  either.  The 
thoughts  of  a  engine  driver  never  go  be- 
hind his  engine.  If  he  keeps  his  engine  all 
right,  the  coaches  behind  will  be  all  right, 
as  far  as  the  driver  is  concerned.  But 
once  I  (lid  think  of  the  passengers.  My 
little  boy,  Bill,  was  among  them  that  morn- 
ing. He  was  a  poor  little  cripple  fellow 
that  we  all  loved  more  than  the  others,  be- 
cause he  leut  a  cripple,  and  so  quiet  and 
wise-like.  He  was  going  down  to  his  aunt 
in  the  country,  who  was  to  take  care  of  him 
for  awhile.  We  thought  the  country  air 
would  do  him  good.  I  did  think  there  wore 
lives  behind  me  that  morning  ;  at  least  I 
thought  hard  of  one  little  life  that  was  in 
my  hands.  There  were  twenty  coaches  on ; 
my  little  Bill  seemed  to  me  to  be  in  every 
one  of  'em.  My  hand  trembled  as  I  turned 
on  the  steam.  1  felt  my  heart  thumping  as 
we  drew  close  to  the  pointsman's  box ;  as 
we  neared  the  Junction  I  was  all  in  a  cold 
sweat.  At  the  end  of  the  farst  fifty  miles  I 
was  nearly  eleven  minutes  behind  time. 
<  What's  the  matter  with  you  this  morn- 
ing?' my  stoker  said.  'Did  you  have  a  drop 
too  much  last  night  ? '  '  Don't  speak  to  me, 
Fred,'  I  said,  •  till  we  get  to  Peterborough ; 
and  keep  a  sharp  look-out,  there's  a  good 
fellow.'  I  never  was  so  thankful  in  my 
life  as  when  1  shut  off  steam  to  enter  the 
station  at  Peterborough.  Little  Bill's  aunt 
was  waiting  for  him,  and  I  saw  her  lift  him 
out  of  the  carriage.  I  called  out  to  her  to 
bring  him  to  me,  and  I  took  him  upon  the 
engine  and  kissed  him — ah,  twenty  times,  I 
should  think — making  him  in  such  a  mess 
with  grease  and  coal  dust  as  you  never  saw. 

"I  was  all  right  for  the  rest  of  the  jour- 
ney. And  I  do  believe,  sir,  the  passengsrs 
were  safer  after  little  Bill  was  gone.  It 
would  never  do,  you  see,  for  engine-drivers 
to  know  too  much,  or  to  feel  too  much."

A  bill  is  being  prepared  to  provide  for 
th^urohase  of  all  distilleries  in  the  eonn- 
trji  and  their  operation  by  the  Government 

The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  have 
decided  to  report  again.st  nearly  all  the 
nominations  made  by  the  President  during 
the  recess,  aud  are  in  favor  of  the  House 
bill  chauging  the  time  for  the  meeting  of 
Congress. 

The  Governors  of  several  of  the  rebel 
states  have  issued  a  cull  for  a  convention  o; 
all  the  Governors,  to  decide  upon  a  plan  of 
action  to  enable  them  {o  lay  an  Allantio 
cable  which  will  be  owned  exclusively  by 
Amerioans. 

The  convention  of  Southern  Bailroad 
Presidents  recently  held  at  Washington 
agreed  upon  a  schedule  which  shortens  the 
route  from  New  York  to  New  Orleans  nine- 
ty-two miles.  The  great  Southern  mail 
will  go  by  this  route,  and  after  the  first  of 
January  there  will  be  two  trains  daily  over 
the  line. 

The  New  York  IferaWs  account  of  curi- 
ous discoveries  in  l^linnesota,  "(races  of 
.American  prehistoric  civilization,"  etc., 
are  prouounced  a  hoax  by  the  citizens  of 
St.  Anthony,  where  the  discoveries  were 
said  to  have  been  made.  The  IleraJd  ad- 
mits that  its  information  was  incorrect. 

The  extent  of  the  storm  of  the  13th  and 
lOth  may  be  inferred  by  the  following  re- 
port by  telegraph  of  the  depth  of  the  snow 
at  the  several  points:  Lynchburg,  Va.j  6 
inches,  Washington  2  inches.  New  York  5 
inches,  Albany  6  inches,  Buffalo  10  inches, 
Pittsburg  0  inches,  Stanton,  Iowa,  8  inches, 
St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  15  inches,  Kansas  City,  8 
inches,  Chicago,  11  inches. 

The  splendid  iron-clad  New  Ironsides,  a 
first-class  vessel  of  war,  of  ;<,-18lJ  tons,  old 
tonnage,  and  2,38C  new,  was  destroyed  by 
fire  on  Sunday,  the  10th,  at  the  pier  at 
League  Island.  She  has  been  laid  up  for 
some  time.  The  New  Ironsides  was  built 
by  Messrs.  Cramp  &  Sons,  Philadelphia  in 
18G2,  at  a  cost  of  $l,oOO,000.  She  had  a 
wooden  hull,  and  was  plated  very  heavily. 
She  served  in  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron 
at  Charleston,  where  she  suffered  from  the 
explosion  of  the  torpedo  boat  David,  on  the 
1  ith  of  August,  18<>o.  V/o  have  no  ship  at 
present  in  the  service  which  has  won  more 
renown  in  so  short  a  time  than  the  New 
Ironsides.  She  was  a  capital  sea  boat ; 
competent  to  make  a  voyage  without  aid, 
and  to  hold  her  own  wherever  she  went. 
She  inaugurated  a  new  era  of  naval  ship 
building,  and,  though  now  so  unfortunately 
destroyed,  «rill  have  effected  valuable  re- 
sults in  our  naval  architeolure.

A  private  cable  dispatsh  states  that  the 
Empress  Carlotta  died  at  Miramar,  on  Fri- 
day night,  the  14th  inst. 

A  letter  from  Fort  au  Prince,  of  Novem- 
ber 27th,  says  that  the  oil;  of  Maragoane 
was  almost  totally  destroyed  by  fire  on  the 

26th. 

Marshal  Bazaine  is  reported  to  have  re- 
ceived General  Sherman  hospitably,  and  in- 
vited him  to  visit  the  City  of  Mexico  as  his 
guest. 

A  farewell  dinner  was  given  to  Mr.  Bige- 
low,  the  American  Minister,  at  Paris,  on 
the  I'Jth,  at  which  the  Emperor  was  ex- 
pected to  be  present. 

The  Provincial  authorities  in  Canada  have 
relinquished  all  responsibility  for  the  con- 
demned Fenians  by  turning  them  over  to 
the  home  government. 

Another  possible  claimant  of  the  Mexican 
throne  has  been  removed  by  death.  A  son 
of  the  once  famous  General  Iturbide  died 
in  New  York  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  inst. 

The  reorganization  of  the  French  army 
is  thought  to  have  some  significance,  and 
late  cable  dispatches  indicate  that  there  is 
some  excitement  in  Europe  in  conseqence. 
The  army  now  amounts  to  1,250,000  men. 
It  is  said  that  the  amount  involved  in 
suits,  now  pending  in  England  and  France, 
for  the  recovery  of  confederate  property 
claimed  by  the  United  States,  is  not  less 
I  than  $20,000,000. 

,  A  cable  dispatch  gives  as  a  reason  for 
Maximilian's  detention  in  Mexico,  the  fact 
I  that  the  Austrian  army  is  strongly  in  favor 
I  of  the  disappointed  Emperor  as  an  imme- 
I  diate  successor  to  Francis  Joseph,  of  Aus- 
:  tria. 

The  Paris  3foniteur  of  the  13  th  says  that 
the  French  Government  has  received  tele- 
graphic dispatches  from  Marshal  Bazaine, 
j  dated  December  3,  which  state  that  the  Em- 
'  peror   Maximilian  still  remained,  but  that 
his  future  movements  were  undecided. 

The  troubles  of  Maximilian  are  increas- 
ing since  he  has  determined  to  remain  in 
Mexico.  The  Liberal  General  Rodriguez, 
with  a  force  of  five  hundred  men,  made  a 
dash  on  Orizaba,  a  few  days  ago,  and  Maxi- 
milian narrowly  escaped  capture. 

A  dispatch  from  Paris,  December  15th, 
says  the  United  States  Government  has  or- 
dered payment  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
millions  of  francs  into  court  as  security  for 
costs  pending  in  the  action  to  recover  money 
paid  for  building  rebel  ships  in  France. 

A  sudden  outbreak  of  the  cholera  in 
Rome  has  filled  the  inhabitants  with  con- 
sternation. People  are  leaving  the  city  in 
every  direction.  Above  100  cases  a  day 
are  mentioned,  and  many  strangers  who 
had  gone  to  Rome  for  the  wlnt«r  are  being 
scared  away. 

The  Emperor  of  Russia  lately  desired  a 
loan  of  $30,000,000  in  England,  and  was  at 
once  offered  $100,000,000  by  the  anxious 
capitalists.  They  will  trnst  tho  Antocrat, 
but,  since  the  late  panic,  are  afraid  of  home 
companies.  On  account  of  this  distrust,  it 
is  stated,  several  great  public  works  have 
been  stopped  for  want  of  funds. 

Losada,  the  Mexican  Imperial  commander 
at  Tepic,  disgusted  at  the  failure  of  tho 
French  to  furnish  relief  or  money  to  pay 
his  men,  has  gone  over  with  his  whole  forse 
to  the  Liberals,  and  uniting  his  troops  with 
those  sent  out  by  Corona  from  Mszatlan, 
they  were  waiting  in  the  mountains  to  at- 
tack the  French  column  in  overwhelming 
numbers. 

The  King  of  Italy  opened  the  National 
Parliament  on  Saturday,  the  15th.  In  his 
opening  speech  he  wished  Italy  joy  of  the 
freedom  she  had  attained.  He  said  that 
France,  faithful  to  her  promise,  had  with- 
drawn from  Rome,  and  that  the  bestunder- 
staniing  exists  between  Italy  and  Napo- 
leon. He  declared  that  he  would  respect 
the  territory  of  the  Papal  States. 


Mexican  dates  to  the  5lh.  state  that  the 
San  Luis  Mexican  church  party  have  en- 
gaged to  furnish  Maximilian  with  ten  mil- 
lions of  dollars  and  ten  thousand  Mexican 
troops  to  induce  him  to  remain.  Also  that 
the  French  General  Bazaine  had  issued  a 
manifesto  declaring  that  the  Frencii  troops 
would  hereafter  remain  neutral,  taking  no 
part  whatever  in  Mexican  afl'airs. 

Late  dispatches  by  tho  cable  bring  ac- 
counts of  four  terrible  coal  mino  explosions 
in  England.  At  Barnsley,  Yorkshire,  a 
terrible  explosion  occurred  on  the  I2lh, 
after  which  over  SO  dead  bodies  were  taken 
out,  and,  during  the  search,  another  acci- 
dent of  the  same  nature  took  place,  killing 
"0  or  more.  A  third  explosion  is  also  men- 
tioned at  Stall ord,  involving  a  "great  loss 
of  life."  After  this  followed  another  ex- 
plosion, at  the  Bamslcy  mine,  which  set  it 
on  fire,  of  course  suspending  all  operations 
for  rescuing  the  dead  and  dying.  The  pit 
where  the  chief  explosion  occurrecfis  250 
yards  in  dc£ti^  with  Jalcra^  excavations, 
for  nearly* two*  miles.  Some  300  persons 
were  in  the  mine  at  the  time,  nearly  all  of 
whom  were  killed.  Forty  dead  bodies  have 
been  counted  within  a  space  of  170  feet.    A

In  the  Senate,  on  the  ITih,  Mr.  Sumner 
introduced  a  bill  to  punish  persons  who 
make  fraudulent  representations  to  induce 
colored  persons  to  go  to  foreign  countries, 
where  they  will  be  treated  as  Coolies.  A 
resolution  was  passed  that  the  Secretary  of 
War  be  requested  to  communicate  to  the 
Senate  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Freedmen's  Bureau,  detailing 
the  operation  cf  the  Bureau  in  the  slave 
Slates.  Mr.  Trumbull  moved  to  proceed  lo 
the  consideration  of  the  bill  to  repeal  the 
thirteenth  section  of  an  act  to  suppress  in- 
surrection and  punish  treason,  and  the  sec- 
tion providing  that  the  President  may  ex- 
tend amnesty  lo  persons  who  have  engaged 
in  the  rebellion,  on  such  conditions  as  he 
may  deem  expedient  for  the  public  welfare. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to,  after  considera- 
ble discussion.  Mr.  Frelinghuysen  deliv- 
ered an  appropriate  eulogy  on  the  life  and 
character  of  the  late  Senator  Wright,  and 
was  followed  by  Messrs.  Cattell,  Johnson 
and  Davis,  and  Senate  adjourned.

Vkh.mo.np.-  From  the  French  Ptrd  mont, 
or  green  mountain,  indicative  of  the  moun- 
tainous nature  of  the  Sute.  This  name 
was  first  otiicially  recognized  on  the  ICth  of 
January,  1777. 

Massachuskpts — Indian  name,  signify- 
ing "  the  country  about  the  great  hills,"  i.  e. 
the  "Blue  Hills." 

RiiouK  I."*LANi>. — This  name  was  adopted 
in  lt))4,  from  the  Island  of  Ithodes,  iu  the 
Mediterranean,  because  of  its  fancied  re- 
semblance to  that  inland.

Island  of  Jersey,  in  tha  British  Channel.

father  of  the  f  >ander  of  the  colony,  mean- 

I  iug,  "  Penn's  Woods." 

Delaware. — In  honor  of  Thomas  West, 
Lord  Delaware,  who  visited  the  bay,  and 
died  there  in  ItilO. 

Mauylani). — After  Henrietta  Maria,  the 
queen  of  Charles  I.  of  Eoglaud. 

ViEoisiA. — So  called  in  honor  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  the  "virgin  queen,"  in  whose 
reign  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  made  the  first 
attempt  to  colonize  that  region. 

North  ani»  South  Carolina  were  origin- 
ally in  one  tract,  called  "Carolana,"  of 
Charles  l.\.  of  France,  in  1-j04.  Subse- 
quently, in  1003,  the  name  was  altered  to 
Carolina. 

Gkoroia. — So  called  in  honor  of  George 
II.  of  England,  who  established  a  colony  in 
that  region  in  17.'VJ. 

Florida. — Ponce  de  Leons  who  discov- 
ered this  portion  of  North  America  in  1512, 
named  it  Florida,  in  commemoration  of  the 
day  ho  landed  there,  which  was  the  Pasquas 
de  Flores  of  the  Spaniards,  or  "  Feast  of 
Flowers,"  otherwise  known  as  Euter  Sun- 
day. 

Alabama. — Formerly  a  portion  of  Miss- 
issippi Territory,  admitted  into  the  Union 
as  a  State  in  1819.  The  name  is  of  Indian 
origin,  signifying,  "  here  we  rest."  . 

Missi'jsiPi'i. — Formerly  a  portion  of  the 

province  of  Louisiana.     So  named  in  1800, 

from  the  great  river   on  its  western  line. 

The  term  is  of  ladian  origin,  meaning  "long 

river.'' 

j      Louisiana. — From  Louis  XIV.  of  France,

So 
called  from  a  fancied  resemblance  of  the 
lake  to  a  fish  trap. 

Indiana. — So  called  in  1802,  from  the 
American  Indians. 

Illinois. — From  the  Indian  "  illini,"  men 
and  the  French  suffix  "ois,"  together  signi- 
fying "tribe  of  men." 

Wisconsin — Indian  term  for  a  "wild 
rushing  channel." 

Mi.-'soiRi  — Named  in  1821,  from  the 
great  branch  of  the  Mississippi  which  bows 
through  ir.  An  Indian  term,  meaning 
"muddy." 

Iowa. — From  the  Indian,  signifying  "the 
drowsy  ones. 

MiifNEsoTA. — Indian  term  for  ••cloudy 
water."' 

Caliiorxia — The  name  given  by  Cortes, 
the  discoverer  of  that  region.  He  probably 
obtained  it  from  an  old  Spanish  romance, 
in  which  an  imaginary  island  of  that  name 
is  described  as  abounding  in  gold.

"At  the  ontlet  of  the  laka  was  a  narrow 
strip  net  frozen  over,  and  nnconsciona 
of  thia  Mr.  William  Spence  and  Miss 
Mary  Bertram  skated  into  it.  There 
were  none  of  the  rest  ef  the  party  with- 
in half  a  mile  of  tho  spot  where  the  acci* 
dent  occurred,  and  had  it  not  been  that 
Mr.  Spenco  was  a  remarkable  swimmer, 
both  must  have  been  drowned.  Aa  it 
was,  he  succeeded  in  keeping  the  young 
lady's  head  above  water  for  over  twenty 
minntea,  when  asaiatauee  arrived  and 
they  were  both  rescued. 

The  bodies  of  two  men,  who  were 
butchered  at  New  UIra,  Minnesota,  were 
found  under  tho  ice  in  the  Minnesota 
river,  most  barbarously  mutilated.  Mr. 
Campbell  had  15  wounds  8  of  which  were 
fatal,  and  his  right  band  was  cut  off  at 
the  wrist,  and  hia  right  leg  at  the  knee. 
Liscomb  had  eighteen  wounds  nine  of 
whcih  were  fatal.  An  inquest  is  now 
being  held  at  Mankato,  and  prominent 
citizens  ef  New  Ulm  are  implicated.

The  Splendid  iron-clad  New  Ironsides,  a 
I  first-claS""  vessel  of  war,  of  3,48<»  tons,  old 
i  tonnige,  and  2,380  new,  was  destroyed  by 
[  fire    on   Sunday,   the  lOih,   at  the  pier  at 
i  League  Island.     She  has  been  laid  up   for 
.  some  time.     The  New  Ironsides   was   built 
by  Messrs.  Cramp  &  Sons,  Philadelphia  in 
18C2,  at  a  cost  of  ?1, 500,000.      She   had  a 
wooden  hull,  and  was  plated  very  heavily. 
She  served  in  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron 
at  Charleston,  where  she  suffered  from   the 
explosion  of  the  torpedo  boat  David,  on  the 
14th  of  August,  1803.      We  have  no  ship  at 
present  in  the  service  which  has  won  more 
renown  in  so  short  a   time  than  the  New 
Ironsides.     She    was    a  capital  sea  boat ; 
competent  to  make  a   voyage  without  aid, 
and  to  hold  her  own  wherever  she  went. 
She  inaugurated  a  new  era   of  naval  ship 
building,  and,  though  now  so  unfortunately 
destroyed,  will  have   effected  valuable  re- 
sults in  cur  naval  architecture.

The  house  was  a  narrow  one,  had  but  one 
stairway,  and  no  means  of  exit  upon  either 
side. 

A  terrible  conflagration  broke  out  at 
Vicksburg  about  eight  o'clock  on  Sunday 
evening,  the  23d,  and  continued  ita  ravages 
until  morning.  Over  a  hundred  buildings. 
were  burned  of  which  thirty-eight  were  brick 
stores.  Twelve  persons  lost  their  lives,  of 
whom  two  white  children  and  four  negroes 
perished  in  the  flames.  Six  negroes  were 
killed  by  aocident,  and  one  hundred  fami- 
lies rendered  houseless.  Five  or  six  build- 
ings were  blown  up  to  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  flames.  The  total  loss  is  roughly 
estimated  at  abou^  two  millions  ;  about  one- 
fourth  insured.

—  Some  months  since  an  organ  was  pur- 
chased and  used  in  the  Methodist  church  at 
College  Corner,  Franklin  county,  Ind. 
Many  member.^  of  Ihe  church  were  strongly 
opposed  to  if*  introduction,  and  much  ill- 
feeling  was  the  result.  The  organ  wrs 
finally  carried  out  of  the  church  one  night 
by  unifnown  parties,  and  destroyed  by  fire. 
Recently  another  Organ  was  procured  and 
placod  in  the  church,  but  a  few  days  after- 
wards it  was  also  destroyed,  the  vandals 
usini;  a  piec?  of  railroad  iron  to  acoomplish 
their  purpose. 

— -A  New  York  Times'  Washington  dis- 
patch says  :  ".Vn  invest  igal  ion  into  the  oir- 
cuTistances  of  an  alleged  lofs  of  $10,000  on 
a  New  York  train  last  week,  by  Caleb  Lyon, 
Governor  of  Idaho,  will  take  place  in  a  few 
days.  Governor  Lyon  asserts  that  it  be- 
longed to  Ihe  Government,  and  that  he  was 
bringing  it  here  to  deliver  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  as  the  balance  due  from 
him  to  the  United  States.  Why  he  should 
have  carried  the  funds  about  his  person, 
and  especially  why  he  shouM  have  taken 
the  belt  containing  the  money  from  his  per- 
son iu  the  cars,  as  he  says  he  did,  requires 
explanation." 

—The  Alia  Callfomirt  says  :  "  There  is 
scarcely  a  branch  of  business  in  the  State 
in  which  the  Chinese  are  not  found  com- 
peting with  Americans  and  Europeans. 
Many  of  our  most  prosperous  manufacli- 
ries  depend  for  success  upon  Ihcae  sober 
and  industrious  laborers,  who,  in  a  remark- 
ably short  time,  without  learning  our  lan- 
guage, understand  how  to  do  ll.e  work  re- 
•juired  of  them.  The  greatest  trait  in  their 
character  appears  to  be  imitativeness,  and 
the  chief  application  of  that  trait  to  pat- 
tern afier  their  American  neighbors.  Their 
enterprise  and  business  tact  are  far  greater 
than  many  persons  have  any  oonoeptron

favorably  on.  Manufactures,  agriculture 
and  commerce  have  alike  been  foatered  and 
stimuiuieil.  RailwajB  have  at  onco  em- 
ployed labor  and  assisted  industry.  Canals 
have  fertilized  a  wide  extent  of  territory, 
and  remuneratively  dispersed  over  the 
whole  oouuiry  and  conveyed  to  foreign  de- 
pots the  products  of  tho  various  districts 
This  yi'iir  Egyp'  has  produced  aoottou  crop 
estimated  at  twenty  millions  sterling,  and 
it  is  credibly  told  that  the  condition  of  the 
common  puople  has  begun  to  be  sensibly 
improved. 

A  railway  company  in  Wales,  with  a  line 
running  from  Llany.nynech  to  Shrewsbury, 
has  for  some  time  iia»t  struggled  against 
some  serious  financial  difiiculties,  which 
came  to  a  crisis  about  three  weeks  ago  in  a 
most  ttingular  fashion.  A  debenture  holder 
obtained  n  judgment  against  the  company, 
and  a  writ  was  issued,  which  the  Sheritf 's 
otficers  served  by  seizing  the  principal  sta- 
tion in  Shrewsbury,  and  the  engine  and 
cars  about  to  depart  from  it.  The  law  offi- 
ci.als  refused  to  allow  the  train  to  start, 
although  many  passengers  had  bought  tick- 
^'3  aud  taken  their  seats.  At  last  the 
Sheritl'  was  induced  to  permit  the  train  to 
start,  one  of  his  deputies  remaining  on 
board  in  charge  ;  but  up  to  our  latest  dates 
he  had  retused  to  make  any  concebtjions  in 
regard  to  the  other  traius,  and  the  public, 
both  at  Shrewsbury  nnd  the  various  way- 
stations  along  thci  line,  were  exceedingly  in- 
dignaut  and  quite  at  a  loss. 

— Russia  rail  wry  cars  are  little  houses 
on  wheels.  In  the  first  and  partly  also  in 
the  second  cla^s,  their  interior  may  be  de- 
scribed as  a  saloon,  with  all  the  necessaries, 
and  some  of  the  elegances,  of  such  an 
apartment.  It  is  furnished  with  looking 
glasses,  heated  by  porcelain  ptoves,  and  lit 
by  lamps  and  candies.  Along  the  sides 
soft  divans  arc  ranged  :  the  middle  is  occu- 
pied by  a  mahogouy  table,  and  double  win- 
dows with  red  curtains  exclude  not  oniy  the 
rude  touch  of  the  Russian  air,  but  also  the 
aspect  of  the  winter  sky.  The  company 
tits  or  lounges  about,  chatting,  reading,  or 
playing  cards,  chess,  and  dominoes.  The 
day  pas.ies  pleasantly  enough,  aud  as  night 
comes  Ihe  passengers  betake  themselves  to 
rest  almost  as  comfortablj'  as  at  home.  By 
a  simple  process  the  divins  are  made  into 
beds,  and  supplied  with  pillows  by  the 
officious  guard.  At  length  every  one  is 
snugly  ensconsed,  the  ordinary  good  wishes 
are  exchanged,  nnd  it  is  night  in  the  car. 
The  guard  and  the  driver  only  keep  awake.

— A  singular  innov.'ition  was  mado  nt  a 
funeral  in  I'ari-i  the  other  day.  Instead  of 
u  laudatory  disct'urse  in  honor  of  the  in- 
dividual interred,  ono  of  his  friends  read 
extracts  from  a  newspaper  article  iu  his 
praise. 

— The  artesian  wells  of  Oreneile  and 
Passy,  France,  now  emit  volumes  of  steam; 
the  temperature  of  the  watera,  which  rise 
from  the  depth  of  two  thousand  three  hun- 
dred feet,  reaching  eighty-five  degrees 
^hreuheit. 

— A  Trench  Court  has  decided  that  when 
a  railroad  fails  to  transport  passengers  to 
a  given  point  in  a  given  time,  I'y  llie  breaV;- 
ing  down  of  an  engine  or  any  other  accident, 
the  company  is  bound  to  pay  :hc  expen.^cs 
of  pa^snDgers  who  may  ad.pi:  other  means 
to  reach  t^ieir  destination. 

— An  Englisb  jury  has  de-sidcd  that  when 
%  man  who  is  sraokirg  in  a  nilroad  car  re- 
fases  to  remove  bis  cigar  at  the  reoacst  of 
bis  fellow  passengers,  they  have  tbe  right, 
to  knock  it  out  of  hia  mouth;  aud  the 
Judge  thought  that  the  blowing  of  lonacco 
"moke  in  the  face  of  a  fellow  passenger 
might  be  considered  nn  insult. 

— In  one  of  the  great  clubs  in  Paris  there 
has  been  a  desperate  gambling  bout  which 
lasted  twelve  hours  on  each  of  three  suc- 
cessive days.  The  players  were  a  young 
Russian  and  a  Turkish  Grand  Slegneur, 
both  very  rich.  The  first  night  it  cost  the 
Russian  160,000  francs  ;  the  follo^ving  day 
he  regained  20,000  francs;  the  followinp 
night  he  again  lost  these  20,000  francs  and 
2.jO,COO  more,  llussia  then  gave  in,  and 
withdrew  from  the  combat  with  a  net  loss  of 
400,000  franca. 

— When  Queen  Vii^tcria  made  her  recent 
visit  to  Woiverhampion,  England,  to  dedi- 
cate the  statue  to  Prince  Albert,  her  cor- 
tege passed  under  six  iriurnihal  arches  on 
their  way  tfirough  the  principal  street.  The 
chief  of  these  arciies  was  one  oi  iron  aud  coal, 
to  which  the  Earl  of  Dudley  cantributed 
twenty-five  tons  from  or.e  of  his  famoui 
collieries,  some  of  it  being  hewn  into  blocks 
weighing  two  tons  each.  There  was  also  an 
arch  composed  of  hardware  and  Japanned 
goods,  among  which  coal  scuttles  were  quite 
conspicuous. 

— Tho  Steinitz-Bird  chess  match  has 
co|u  to  a  conclusion  in  a  manner  neither 
Bs^factory  to  the  chests  public  nor  to  Mr. 
Bird.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  sixteenth 
game,  Mr.  Bird  was  compelled,  by  business 
engagements,  to  leave  London  for  America, 
and  acuoidingly  nqussted  a  postpjuement 
of  the  match  for  several  weeks,  to  which 
proposal,  however,  Mr.  Steinitz  aid  not 
yield  assent,  and  he  accordingly  claimed 
the  stakes  and  the  match  The  score  stood : 
Steiniiz,  six  :  Bird,  five;  drawn,  five.  From 
the  score  it  is  seen  that  Mr.  Steinitz  has 
very  little  claim  to  be  considered  the  first 
player  in  Europe. 

— The  shipwreck  of  a  cargo  of  rum',  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Mersey,  Ecgiaud,  a  few 
weeks  ago,  led  to  hideous  consequences. 
The  cargo  was  beachid  at  New  Brighton,  a 
well  known  bathing  place.  As  the  barrels 
were  washed  ashore,  they  were  breached 
on  the  beach,  and  the  bjbtanders  drank  till 
they  dropped.  One  young  man  died  ou  the 
spot.  Nearly  a  hundred  otbftrs  suffered 
desperately  from  the  effects  of  their  de- 
bauch. A  scene  of  violence  and  debauchery 
ea.iued  such  as  has  never  blotted  the  annals 
iif  civilizition,  and,  even  as  described  in 
the  moot  respectable  I'.nglish  papers,  until 
for  publication  in  detail. 

— A  Jlexican  let  cr  says  :  «' We  have  had 
some  celebrated  ruancrs  in  the  United 
.Slates,  but  scarcely  »qual  to  ayou'ig  Mexi- 
can 33  years  of  ni^e  nam' d  Ochoa,  who 
lives  at  Hidalgo,  in  southern  CLihuabua. 
He  has  been  known  to  beat  a  man  on  horse- 
back for  a  distance  of  thirty  miles.  He  has 
often  made  150  miles  in  24  hours.  .•^  friend 
of  mine  lately  gave  him  $•'>  to  carry  a  letter 
•"*  /Jes  and  bring  him  an  answfr  He  did 
it  it'  22  hour.«,  taking,  as  he  thought,  plenty 
of  time,  there  being  no  great  hurry.  The 
last  fifty  miles  he  made  slowly  in  seven 
hours.  From  this  may  be  gained  some  i  lea 
of  the  tr.^ined  courier  sysiems  of  Montezu- 
ma and  the  Peruvian  incas." 

— A  man  named  John  Norton  was  exam- 
ined before  the  London  magistrates  ihe  other 
day  on  a  charge  of  picking  pockets  on 
Blackfriar's  bridge.  Tho  prisoner,  in  de- 
fense, said  he  was  on  tho  bridgol.ioking  at 
tho  works,  wilh  avast  number  of  per.^ons, 
when  he  missed  his  handkerchief.  He 
looked  round  to  sec  if  any  one  was  near 
him  of  a  sinpiciouscharac'er,  and  not  see- 
ing anynody  that  ho  could  fix  vpon,  ho  went 
round  tho  company  examinibg  the  hand- 
kerchiefs in  their  pockets  to  see  if  they  had 
got  his.  [LTiidlai:ghtcr.]  When  he  cime 
to  the  pro.sccuiop,  his  h.uiidki'rchief  was 
very  similar  to  the  one  he  (the  prisoner)  had 
lost,  and  he  took  it  to  see  whether  it  was 
his  or  not  [Renewed  laughter].  He  had 
no  intention  uf  stealing  it;  he  only  took  it 
to  examine  it.  as  it  was  so  like  hi;, 
'  [Laughter],    He  was  sent  up  for  tri»l.

— Transforming  sand  into  stone,  iff  the 
short  ppace  of  ten  minutes,  is  an  English 
invention. 

— A  microscope,  with  double  the  power 
of  any  previously  coasiructed,  has  lately 
been  co'npletcd  in  England,  magnifying  15,- 
000  diameters. 

— Artists  have  adopted  different  emblems 
of  charity.  We  wonder  none  of  them  ever 
thought  of  apiece  of  India  rubber,  which 
gives  more  than  any  other  Bub.stance. 

— In  a  life  of  fifty  years  a  man  makes 
upwards. of  500,000,01)0  of  respirations, 
drawing  through  his  lungs  nearly  170  tons 
weight  of  air.  and  discharging  nearly  20 
tons  weight  of  carbonic  aci  I. 

— The  RiM  Winans  cigar  ship  has  re- 
turned from  a  short  cruise,  during  which 
she  encountered  very  stormy  weather,  but, 
though  the  sea  was  very  heavy,  she  sleamed 
through  it  at  tho  rate  of  sixteen  knots  an 
hour. 

— Monsieur  Bszin,  a  French  artist,  is  ex- 
rerimpnling  with  the  defiign  of  obtaining 
photographs  of  sunken  vcrsels  as  they  lie 
in  fhe  watrr,  so  liial  ia  attempting  to  raise 
them,  positive  knowledge  may  be  had  of 
their  relative  positions. 

— .\  new  mechanical  excitant  of  rital  ac- 
tion is  called  the  "iron  treatment."  Il 
contsists  iu  incasing  the  legs  in  iron 
'tiehts,"  to  which  one  or  two  thousand  os- 
cili.itions  per  minuto  are  communicated  by 
machinery.  The  operation  sends  the  blood 
to  the  extremities  with  almost  intolerable 
force  and  heat,  and  must  be  very  easily 
overdone.  Governor  Morton,  of  Indiana, 
is  said  to  be  trying  the  experiment  with  ap- 
parent benefit. 

— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences,  in  Paris,  one  of  its  members,  a 
distinguished  chemist,  presented  a  report, 
giving  an  analysis  of  the  milk  of  a  cat,  and 
proved  that  it  possessed  extraordinary  re- 
riloralivc  qualities.  It  would,  he  argued, 
be  found  of  great  value  in  cases  of  debility 
and  consumption.  Two  or  three  queries 
naturally  suggest  themselves:  Are  cats  to 
be  raised  and  tended  like  cows?  Who  is  to 
milk  theru  ?  What  would  be  deemed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  for  a  daily  dose  or  beverage, 
and  how  many  cats  would  be  required  to 
furnish  this  quantity  ?  To  these  a  fourth 
question  might,  not  improperly,  be  added, 
viz :  If  the  new  beverage  is  to  be  generally 
adopted,  what  is  to  become  of  all  the  kit- 
tens? 

— A  man  in  Frankfort,  Germany,  invent- 
ed, some  years  since,  an  instrument  by 
which  it  is  said  that,  musical  sounds  can  be 
telegraphed.  It  is  well  known  that  when  a 
rod  of  soft  iron  is  placed  in  a  coil  of  wire, 
it  is  magnetized  when  a  current  is  sent 
through  the  coil,  and  demagnetiied  when 
the  current  ceases.  A  distinct  sound,  like 
a  tick,  accompanies  the  demagnetization. 
There  is  apparently  no  limit  to  the  rapidity 
with  which  this  can  be  obtained.  Each 
break  in  the  coil  circuit  produces  this  tick, 
however  rapidly  one  may  follow  the  other. 
Reis  places  an  iron  rod  and  a  coil  at  the  re- 
ceiving station,  and  by  means  of  a  tight 
membrane,  made  to  vibrate  at  the  sound  of 
the  human  voice  or  other  musical  instru- 
ment at  the  sending  siauon,  he  produces  as 
many  interruptions  in  the  circuit  and  ticks 
of  the  rod  as  there  arc  vibrations  in  the  va- 
rious notes.  The  repro  Jmied  notes,  though 
of  the  same  pitch,  are  not  of  the  fame 
quality  as  the  transmitting  notes.  They 
are  very  fj,int,  and  resemble  the  sound  of  a 
toy  trumpet.

— The  Scimtijlc  Amef- 
ican  gives  the  f  dlowingreciepo  for  prevent- 
ing the  decay  of  potatoes  :  Dufit  over  the 
floor  of  the  bin  with  lime,  and  put  in  six  or 
seven  inches  of  potatoes  and  lime  again; 
repeating  the  operation  until  all  sre  stored 
away.  One  bushel  cf  lime  will  do  far 
I  forty  bushels  of  potatoes,  though  more  will 
not  hurt  them — the  lime  rather  improving 
the  flavor  than  otherwise. 

RRADiNn  FOR  Farmers'  Bovt?. — But  for 
tho  cooperation  of  my  boys  1  sliould  have 
failed,  I  fear.  I  worked  hard,  and  so  did 
they.  The  eldest  is  near  twenty-one,  and, 
while  other  boys  in  the  neighborhood, 
younger,  have  left  their  parents,  mine  have 
stuck  by  me  and  been  faithful  to  me  when  I 
most  needed  their  eervices.  And  I  attrib 
ute  this  result  to  the  fict  that  I  have  tried 
to  make  home  pleasant  for  them.  I  ba«e 
furnished  them  with  attractive  and  useful 
reading;  and,  when  night  oomes  aud  the 
day's  labor  is  ended,  instead  of  running 
with  other  boys  to  the  railway  station  and 
adjoining  towns,  they  gather  around  the 
great  lamp,  and  become  absorbed  in  their 
books  and  papers.  Such  is  substantially 
the  testimony  of  a  farmer  who  has  known 
how  bard  the  struggle  for  a  footing  on  free 
soil  without  capital  is,  and  how  valuable 
and  comparatively  cheap  are  the  aids  which 
good  reading  brings  to  him. — D.  C.  li.,  in 
Chicago  Republican.

It*  L«»t  Kxeruilou  In  AuMtrta. 

The  terrible  chastisement  Ivinmu  as 
•'niniiinir  tlie  piimflet"  was  alM>li>lHil  iu 
Austria  ni  1S.J4.  For  years  it  had  been  a 
lavorite  minle  ot"  punishment,  and  was  a 
tTUel  and  barbarous  remnaut  ot"tlH)se  dark 
and  dismal  times  ctiUed  theilarkaj;es.  The 
ehanicter  of  tlie  ]>unishment  may  be  in- 
ferred from  the  followin;;  des<ription.  by 
an  evc-witni-ss.  of  the  la.-l  exeeution  of  the 
kind  . 

On  an  aiuumn  morninir.  in  the  vearlX">l. 
the  irarrison  of  the  fortress  of  'fheresieu- 
stailt,  oil  tile  E^:.ir  river,  in  Bohemia,  was 
formed  in  a  large  square  on  the  s])aeif»us 
plaee  before  the  residenee  of  theeomnutnd- 
:int.  In  the  middle  of  the  Miuure,  drawn 
up  in  tile,  st<Hxl  a  company  of  a  ririe  bat- 
talliou.  in  wliiih  the  delinipient  l>elonired. 
It  was  unarmed,  eaeh  private -(.there  \\ere 
tht^ee  hundretl)  beini:  providetl  witii  a 
swiuh,  and  plaeed  at  a  short  distance  from 
his  ne.xt  man.  At  the  tenth  stroke  of  the 
fltK-k  the  drums  were  beaten,  and,  amidst 
a  silence  deep  ami  opp^e^sive,  the  prisoner 
was  marched  into  the  st^juare. 

He  was  as  tine  ifXjkiuj;  a  man  as  ever  I 
have  set  eyes  upon;  tall,  powerful  and 
well-formed.  His  hand-some  features,  to 
which  a  black  mustache  grAWQ  a  bold  and 
nianial  expression,  shone  forth  in  the  full 
glow  and  vigor  of  manhootl,  only  they 
were  of  deaiUy  palenes**. 

He  was  a  non-commissioned  officer,  and 
ilurin»  the  campaign  in  Italy,  in  1840.  he 
had  distin^i>hed  himself  in  such  a  man- 
ner tliat  his  superior  officers  had  recom- 
mended him  for  promi>tion.  Austria  is 
more  generous  tlian  England  toward  those 
that  shed  their  bknxl  in  her  .service,  and  he 
would  have  been  made  a  commissioned  of- 
ficer long  since — in  spite  of  his  humble 
origin  and  his  poverty— if  it  had  not  been 
for  a  tatal  impediment.  This  impeilimeut 
was  hi;j  own  pa^ssionate  temper ;  he  was  a 
very  choleric  man,  harsh  and  brutal  to- 
wards his  inferiors,  morose  and  stubborn 
Towartls  his  superiors  whenever  they 
deemed  it  necessarj-  to  check  and  rebuke 
him.  He  was  hateil  by  the  men  to  the  ut- 
m<wt.  There  was  not  a  private  in  the 
whole  battallion  that  liatl  not  vowetl  him 
revenge.  He  had  never  made  one  friend — 
nor  ditl  he  care  to  have  one.  Strict  in  the 
perfonuance  of  his  military  service — tlie 
most  minor  duties  of  wliich'  he  discharged 
with  the  utmost  exactnes.s — he  went  his 
own  way,  prouil,  reserved,  solitarj-.  In- 
numerable were  the  punishments  which  he 
had  brought  upon  the  men  ;  for,  however 
^light  the  oflense  might  be,  he  was  sure  not 
to  pass  it  over  in  silence. 

His  superior  officers  respect<»d  him  for 
his  usefulness,  his  abililv  atul  his  e.vacti- 
tude,  but  they  did  not  like  him.  The  evi- 
tlent  lack  of  hunmnity  in  the  man  nuule 
him  an  object  <^f  doubt  rather  than  of  love. 
Moreover,  there  was  a  vague  nuuor  about 
his  having  once  struck  at" his  own  officer 
in  the  midst  of  a  pell-mell  caa-»eU  by  a 
iiand-to-Iiand  encounter  with  the  enetliy. 
The  re{)ort  never  took  a  dear  shape,  the 
officer  having  been  killed. 

»Vhen  this  incident  was  made  known  to 
him  he  l>ecame  even  more  sullen,  more 
rigid,  more  cniel  than  ever,  but  alwavs,  it 
Wa9  well  underst«j<Kl.  for  the  benefit  of  the 
8er\'ice,  the  slightest  demands  of  which  he 
pertbnue<l  with  the  same  immutable  strict- 
ness as  he  enforced  them  to  be  done  bv 
others. 

A  few  weeks  previous  to  the  dreadful 
punishment  wliich  he  had  to  undergo,  he 
was  mounting  guartl  in  the  outworks  with 
some  twenty  or  twenty-five  men  of  his  own 
company.  It  was  a  chilly,  rainy  night,  ami 
when  the  sentries  were  relieved  they  were 
^lad  to  stretch  themselves,  wet  a's  they 
were,  upon  the  floor  near  the  large  stove 
in  the  middle  of  the  guard-room.  The 
floor,  not  l»eing  very'  clean  (doors  seldom 
are  in  these  localities),  and  the  white  uni- 
forms of  the  men  being  wet.  it  was  no 
wonder  that  the  dirt  adhereil  to  them  with 
a  tenacity  that  denied  all  exertions  to  get 
it  olf,  when  the  wearer^-  were  rou.se<l  by 
th<:  Sergeant  to  prepare  for  standing  guanl 
once  more.  The  more  they  tried  to  rub 
their  clothes  clean,  the  more  «turtlily  lie 
lent  a  helping  hand  to  their  endeavors  by 
;in   application  of  the   sad  e<|uipment  of 

every  Austrian  non-commissioneil   officer, 
me    ■sum..       -rriitiT-    nr    was  rully  .n  noiK, 

tutting  away  at  the  men  with  a  jxiwerful 

arm,  the  d<K)r  opened  and  the  officer  on 

duty  entered  the  guiinl-room. 

"  Attention  !  "  coniniJinded  the  Sergrant, 
and  siliiting  tliesujxrlor  hemmle  the  usual 
report  that  not  hi ii.r  worth  remarking  had 
happened.  The  officer,  a  \  oung  i-nsign, 
fn>sh  from  the  military  sehool.  and  almo><l 
a  boy,  tfK>k  no  notice  whatever  of  the  ini- 
jKirtaut  news,  but  a.sked  the  Sergeant,  in  a 
brisk  and  soniewiiat  impetuous  manner, 
what  he  was  again  striking  tlie  men  for. 

The  Sergeant,  already  much  annoyed  l>v 
this  interference,  g-.ive  ii  surly  and  unwill- 
ing answer,  and  when  the  young  officer  re- 
tjuked  him  in  a  .severe  and  )M-i'iiai>s  sonie- 
^-hat  haughty  manner,  the  violent  and  pas- 
.«<ionate  man,  lr>sing  all  self-control,  liftitl 
np  his  hand  against  his  officer. 

It  was  but  a  fatal  moment,  quick  as  light- 
ning. The  uplifted  liand  never  descended; 
it  wa.s  cau;^ht  by  a  dozen  powerful  arms. 
He  was  felled  to  the  jfround  .'ind  di>anue<l. 
Half  an  hour  aflei-ward^  he  found  him.«elf 
in  front  of  the  ca.semates. 

Lifting  an  arm  a^'jiinst  a  .superior  is  ron- 
fiidered  a  capital  crime.  In  this  c-nso  it  had 
been  conimittwl  while  both  the  parties  were 
on  duty,  and  the  Austrian  militarv^  laws  are 
the  verv  last  in  the  worid  t<."  Ik;  trilled 
with.  The  foUowing  dav  he  was  tried  by 
court  martial  and  sentinciHl  to  lie  shot. 
When  the  wntence  was  forwarded  to  the 
competent  authority  for  ratification,  it  liaj)- 
pened  to  be  the  superior's  anniversary 
tbiy;  capital  punishment  was  commuted; 
the  pri9<mer  had  to  run  the  gauntlet. 

A  cruel  act  of  grace  was  this  commuta- 
tion !  When  the  first  sentence  had  been 
read  over  to  hirn, 'he  had  remained  cold, 
implacable ;  not  a  muscle  of  his  proml  face 
gtirretl.      He  did  not  fear  death ;  he  had 


lot>ked  it  in  the  faie  many  a  time  without 
tlim-hing:  and  (o  die  In  the  open  air, 
pien-eil  by  a  do/.eii  balls,  a  soldier's  death, 
what  shoulil  he  care  for  that  *"  Hut  when 
he  >\as  informed  that  he  had  to  run  tiie 
gauntlet  twice  through  his  own  innipMuy, 
alter  having  been  previously  degridnl,  fie 
trembled  for  the  first  time  in  his  lil'e.  lie 
knew  of  many  a  soldier  w  ho  hud  run  the 
gauntlet  thrice  through  a  whole  battalion, 
and  not  exen  the  worse  tor  it  after  all;  he 
knew  of  some  that  had  married  atterwanl 
and  brouglit  up  families  of  children ;  he 
was  t\illy  aware  that  the  is.sue  of  tliis  ter- 
ril>le  torture  dejiended  etitirelv  ui>oii  the 
disposition  id'  the  men.  DreaiUiil  reflei- 
tion  :  AUive  all,  he  tlmught  of  the  sliaine, 
the  dishonor,  ami  the  fmnul  heart  was 
well  nigh  giving  way. 

t)n  the  I  vening  previous  to  the  punish 
nient,  the  Vjil  rille  battalion  of  the  Kheieii 
buUer  infantry  would  have  been  unfit  for 
service;  the  men  were  drunk.  They  got 
ui»  a  carousjil  in  joy  and  honor  of  the  i-om 
iiig  day.  But  in  the  inorning  they  were 
s»>lH"r  enough.  The  drums  eea.se«l  to  beat 
iU-  siH»n  as  the  prisoner  had  arrived  in  the 
middle  of  the  hollow  Hpiare  ;  his  e.scort 
fell  l>ack.  He  sIihhI  ahuie  near  the  right 
wing  of  his  company.  There  w  as  a  dead 
silence;  not  a  respiration  was  luard  from 
all  the  thou.sands  gafherii.1  on  the  spot. 
The  lommaiuling  officer  iiad  the  sentence 
over  to  hitn  for  the  secoiul  time.  This 
done,  he  exhorted  tlie  men,  accoitling  to 
eu.stom,  to  dispeii.se  with  all  feelings  of 
eompa.ssion,  and  lo  do  their  duty  I'onform 
alily  to  the  law.  Tlu'  Colonel  went  through 
this  part  of  the  formality  in  a  (|Uick  ami 
hurried  manner,  as  if  In'  were  unwilling  to 
perform  it.  So  he  was:  he  knew  but  to«» 
well  that,  in  this  iiiMaiice.  there  was  no 
iicihI  i>f  exhortation.  Tlie^e  itrdiininaries 
being  over,  llie  pri->oner  was  delivcreil  into 
the  hatids  of  the  i'rovost. 

When  the  latter  tore  off  from  his  uni- 
form the  golden  laci-  and  galloon.s.  the 
marks  of  his  military  rank,  throwing  them 
at  his  feet,  the  face  of  tlie  unfortunate  man 
lK-«-ame  purple,  and  his  dark  eyes  tiaslieil 
lire.  When  he  was  stripped  of  his  eo.ii 
anil  shirt,  and  phnedat  tlu'eiitry  of  the  ter 
rible  street  througii  which  he  had  to  pass, 
he  iH'came  pale  again.  Two  soldiers  went 
ahead  ;  they  nuirched  backwanl,  w  ith  their 
liayomts  pie.s«^nted  to  his  breast,  .so  .is  to 
force  him  to  keep  measure  to  a  drum, 
w  liich  brought  up  the  lear.

Rearing-    Children. 

1.  On  entering  the  fourth  year,  children 
should  not  be  aflowed  to  eat'  oftener  than 
once  in  four  hours,  but  always  in  cheerful- 
ness. 

3.  Do  not  send  a  child  to  school,  nor  al- 
low him  to  learn  at  home  anything  more 
than  the  ali)liabet.  nor  commiranvtiiing  to 
memory,  except  the  Lord's  prayer  and  a 
a  half  dozen  short,  simple,  religious  hyuus, 
until  the  sixth  year  is  comjiletiHl,  unless 
the  chikl  will  ha'vejo  "do  something  for  a 
living"  ver)'  larly. 

3.  Allow  nothing  whatever  to  be  eaten 
w  itliin  two  hours  of  bed-time. 

4.  The  last  meal  of  the  day  should  be  of 
cold  bread  and  butter,  wit'h  some  mild, 
warm  tlriuk— say  milk  and  water,  half  and 
half,  sweetenetl,  called  "cambric  tea," — or 
a  bowl  of  bread  and  milk,  or  mush  and 
milk,  made  of  Indian  (corn)  or  oat-meal. 
"  Preserves,"  ''cake,"  or  other  sweetmeats, 
are  most  pernicious. 

0.  Children  should  sleep  in  separate  beds, 
on  a  straw  or  hair  mattress,  without  caps, 
being  careful  to  have  the  feet  well  warmed 
by  the  fire,  stockings  ofl";  or  if  it  be  in  the 
summer,  rubbinl  dry  whh  the  hand,  wash- 
ing them  every  other  night.  Have  extra 
covering  on  the  feet  in  cold  weather. 

(>.  Encourage  them  in  every  way ;  com- 
pel them,  if  nece.s.sjiry,  to  be  out  of  doors, 
or  in  a  large,  dean,  open,  dry,  cheerful 
room,  for  the  great  part  of  daylight  be- 
tween breakfast  and  sundown.  If  the 
weather  is  damp  or  raw,  especially  at  the 
close  of  the  ilay,  keep  them  in  doors.  In 
late  autumn,  winter  and  early  spring,  a, 
diild  mint  r  ten  ought  not  to  'be  out  later 
than  an  hour  before  sundown,  except  in 
const^mt.  active,  motion;  nine  tenths  of* 
the  cases  of  croup  would  be  thus  prc- 
ventiHl. 

7.  If  n  child  eats  at  regular  hours,  do  not 
limit  it  except  at  supper-time. 

H.  By  all  means  -let  the  child  take  the 
fullest  amount  of  sleep.  Never  wake  ui>a 
child,  except  in  a  day-nap  ;  but  be  jiartic- 
ular  to  have  it  go  to  bed  at  so  early  an 
hour  regularly,  that  it  shidl  wake  uj)  of  it- 
self ill  full  time  to  dress  for  breakfast. 
Children.  Ief>  to  themselves,  are  never 
ready  to  go  to  bed,  or  to  get  up,  in  time. 

51.  Avoid  the  barbarism  of  keeping  your 
child  still,  as  long  as  it  is  doing  no  iiijury 
lo  proiieity,  persons, or  goinl  morals.  Mij- 
tioii  of  some  sort  is  a  jihysical  neccs.sity  to 
young  children  ;  it  is  an  unapixasjible  in- 
stinct. To  repress  it  by  arbitrary  com- 
mand.s.  is  a  rebellion  against  nature  and  a 
cruelty  to  tiie  child. 

1(».  Never  threaten  a  child.  It  is  cruel, 
unjust,  and  dangerous.  What  you  havi;  to 
do,  do  it.  and  make  an  end ;  Imt  act  de- 
liberately, firmly,  kindly,  maintaining  j-our 
own  self  respect. 

11.  Never  reprove  a  child  in  the  j)rcK- 
ence  of  a  third  party ;  its  self  esteem  is 
wounded  therebv,  and  a  spirit  of  self-de- 
fence, of  opi)osilion,  or  even  liefiaiice  isen- 
genderetl. 

I'i.  Never  make  a  po.sitive  promise  to  a 
child,  unless  vou  are  perfectly  certain  you 
will  be  able  t'o  fulfill  it. 

i;].  Always  give  your  child  a^n  alfeetion- 
ale  greeting  on  coming  home,  even  after  a 
few  hours"  absence.  It  might  have  been 
brought  to  your  d<x)r  a  corpse  ! 

14.  The  most  certain  and  mo.st  speedy 
method  of  mining  a  child  is  to  be  forever 
laying  down  rules,  regulations  and  restric- 
tions. At  the  earliest  possible  moment  it 
will  break  awav  from  all  restraint. 

15.  Let  nothing  <ver  jircvent  you  fnmi 
sending  your  child  to  bed  in  a  calm  and 
loving  and  gnifeful  fttuiie  of  mind.  It  or 
you  may  die  befu-e  the  morning. 

1(».  lie  yourself  all  that  you  would  have 
your  child  be. — JIhWh  Jonriuil  of  Uealth.

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
have,  through  the  Hou.se  Committee  on 
I'ostofilces,  tejHleretl  the  Government  the 
Use  of  one  of  iLs  wires  to  test  the  experi- 
ment of  a  Goverunieiil  tdegraiihic  system. 

Notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the

Secretai-y  Seward  is  very  nnuli  disap- 
pointed at  the  result  of  the  Sherman-Camp- 
bell mission.  He  will  wait  some  day.«i  be- 
fore taking  any  mote  steps  in  reference  to 
Mexii-aii  iiialters.  In  the  ineantuuc  Con- 
gress is  nearly  a  unit  agains^t  any  interfer- 
ence in  the  imbroglio,  the  expendituie  of 
any  money,  or  the  loss  of  a  single  soldier 
upon  that  field. 

lnten.se  excitement  prevailed  on  the  2d 
at  Washington  over  the  leceiit  decision  of 
the  Supri-me  Court  relaliv.ti  to  Ihe  legality 
of  Military  ('(nnmission*.  Althotigli  the 
Frecdmen's  Bureau  and  Civil  Bights  acts 
are  thereiiy  rendered  nullities,  Senator 
Trumbull  sustains  the  decision.  Gen. 
Grant  and  Secretary  Stanton  have  held  ji 
a  long  interview  in  regard  to  the  coni'jili- 
cations  likely  to  arise  therefrom.  A  move- 
ment toward  the  impeachmeut  of  several 
of  the  Justices  i.s  about  being  made. 

A  violent  gale,  attendcfl  with  snow,  vis- 
ited the  Atlantic  coast,  extending  into  the 
interior  of  New  York  and  Canada,  on 
Thursday  night,  the  '27tli.  Snow  to  tlie 
depth  of  twenty  inches  was  rei)orted  at  Al- 
bany the  next  morning,  resulting  in  a  com- 
plete suspension  of  railroad  communica- 
tion, which  extended  neariy  througii  all 
the  Eastern  States.  Several  trains  were 
snowed  under  on  the  Hudson  River  aud 
New  York  Central  railroads,  and  the  storm 
is  described  as  the  most  severe  that  has 
been  known  .since  \%Z'i.  At  Goodrich,  C. 
AV.,  the  snow  was  reported  three  feet  deep 
on  a  level,  and  no  tiaius  run  for  three  days. 
Near  Hudson,  four  passengers  cars  were 
blown  from  the  track.  Besides  the  Com- 
moilore,  several  vessels  were  rej)orted 
aground,  and  it  is  feared  that  the  loss  of 
life  from  shipwreck  has  been  lieav^y. 

The  three  yachts  concltided  the  famous 
race  across  tlie  Atlantic  by  arriving  at 
Cowes,  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  on  the  'iiltli. 
The  run  was  made  by  the  Henrietta,  Ben- 
nett's yacht,  in  the  almost  unprecedented 
time  of  thirteen  days,  twenty-three  hours 
and  fifty -eight  minutes,  she  beating  lier 
rivals  a  trifle  over  eight  hours.  The  best 
day's  run  made  by  the  Henridta  was  two 
hundred  aud  eighty  mile-s,  and  the  poorest 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  miles.  She  m.ide 
but  one  tack  during  the  whole  jiassage. 
The  yacht  Fleetwing  lost  four  of  her  crew 
during  the  gale.  The  Vesta  made  the  trip 
without  accident.  The  vcs.sels  iu  the  Roads 
are  everwhere  showing  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  alongside  the  Union  Jack,  in  honor 
of  the  Americin  yacht  fleet.  J.  G.  Ben- 
nett, Jr.,  of  the  Henrietta,  announces  that 
he  will  accept  a  clidlange  from  any  yacht 
on  the  Eastern  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The 
l)ersons  lost  from  the  Fleetwing  are  Cap- 
tains Nichols  and  Ward,  and  seamen  Kelly 
and  Nelson.  They  were  washed  from  the 
bowsprit  on  the  eighth  day  out,  and  sub- 
scriptions have  been  started  for  their  fam- 
ilies. Queen  Victoria  saluted  yacht  Henri- 
etta as  she  passed  up  Osborn  Bay,  and  re- 
ceived Captain  Bennett  and  Commodore 
McVicker.  The  Dtike  of  Eilinbuigh  has 
accepted  the  challenge  of  J.  C.  Bennett, 
Jr.,  for  a  return  race  in  August. 


The  llcrald'ti  City  of  Mexico  correspon";

th(i  Emperor  to  the  throne  was  received 
with  public  rejoicing  throughout  the  coun- 
try.

Parties  arriving  from  the  plains  repre- 
sent tht-  recent  cohl  weather  as  verj-  severe, 
causing  the  loss  of  mmc  slock  and  consid- 
erable suflering. 

On  the  ;51sl  ult.,  a  broken  rail  on  the 
Chicago  A:  (ireat  i-Ia.stern  Road  near  Rich- 
iiKind,  Indiana,  threw  a  passenger  train 
from  the  track,  by  which  the  engineer  was 
killed,  .-Old  s/veial  persons  injured. 

A  fire  broke  out  at  Stillwater,  3Iiiin., 
December  20th,  in  tin;  Americjin  sjiloon  on 
Main  street,  destroying  twelve  buildings 
and  invoh  ing  a  loss  ©f  $2."i,0U0,  upon  which 
there  was  but  an  insurance  of  !j;i,000. 

The  Eagle  iron  works  and  shojis  adjoin- 
ing, the  repair  shop  of  the  Milwaukee  and 
Prairie  du  Chien  Railroad,  the  railroad 
rcsiatirjint,  ami  part  of  Johnsoji  i;  Co.'s 
lumbrr  yard,  were  burned  at  Milwaukee  on 
the  28th.  Loss  $50,000;  insurance  $2.5,- 
000. 

A  terrible  massacre  occurred,  on  the  22*.l, 
near  Fort  Phil.  Kearney.  lirevet  Colonel 
Fetternan,  Captain  Brown,  and  Lieutenant 
Grammond,  of  the  18th  Infantry  with  90 
enlisted  men  of  the  2d  Cavalry  and  the 
Ibtli  Infantry,  wore  surrounded  by  Indians, 
aud  every  officer  and  man  killed. 

In  a  drunken  spree  at  Yorktown,  Dela- 
ware County,  Ind.,  a  few  days  ago,  two 
young  men  beat  the  barkeeper  of  the  only 
.saloon  in  town  nearly  to  death,  and  then 
threw  all  his  lif^iors,  bottles,  etc.,  into  the 
street.  After  this  they  fought  each  other, 
one  of  them  using  a  knife,  inflicting  sixteen 
severe  cuts  upon  the  bfxly  of  the  other 
The  wounded  man  will  die. 

The  family  of  Frank  Culver,  on  Green 
Lake  prairie,  near  Ripon,  Wiscoasin,  con- 
sisting of  himself,  wife,  a  gentleman  from 
Michigan  and  a  hired  man,  were  poi.sone<l 
on  Christmas  evening  by  drinking  tea  with 
strjchnine  in  it.  They  were  all  still  alive 
at  8  o'clock  in  the  evenbig  on  the  20th. 
An  Italian  man  who  has  been  cooking  for 
them  is  suspected,  as  he  was  discharged 
some  days  ago. 

On  the  :nst  ult.  a  frightful  accident  of- 
curred  on  the  Toledo,  Peoria  &,  Wabash 
Railway,  near  Si-cor,  a  freight  train  of 
twenty  cars  being  precipitated  through  a 
bridge  and  falling  fifty  feet.  The  train 
caught  fire  and  was  burned,  the  intensity 
of  the  flames  being  increased  by  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  barrels  of  highwines.  A 
brakcman  jumped  off  a  height  of  sixty  feet 
on  the  ice,  and  was  killed. 

A  terrible  tragedy  occurred  in  New  Ulm, 
Minnesota,  on  Christmas  day.  In  a  di.spute 
John  Spinner  was  stabbc-d  and  bled  to 
death.  Two  :Mankato  men,  Alexander 
Campbell  and  George  Liscomb  being  to- 
gether, were  arrested  aud  handcuffed  by 
the  Shetifl"  for  the  deed.  While  being 
taken  to  jail,  a  drunken  mob  rescued  them, 
beat  them  terribly  aud  hung  them  both. 
The  affair  has  caused  great  excitement  in 
Maidaito,  both  men  being  respectable  aud 
of  goml  standing  heretofore.

A  shocking  accident  occurred  ou  thc29fh 
on  the  Great  Western  Railroad,  near  Ko- 
moka,  C.  W.  An  emigrant  train  going 
west  ran  into  the  rear  end  of  the  Sarnia 
train,  telescoping  the  passenger  and  bjig- 
gage  cars,  resulting  in  seriously  injuring 
four  w(mien  and  eight  men,  one  of  the  lat- 
ter, it  is  thought,  fatally. 

A  conflagration  at  the  London  crj'stal 
palace  broke  out  on  the  31st,  in  the  north 
wing,  in  the  section  devoted  to  tropical 
cimtribulions,  and  the  Egy|)iiaii  and  Nin- 
evi'h  Courts  are  almost  totally  destroyed. 
The  northern  tower  is  left  standing.  The 
fire  was  extinguished  only  after  continuous 
aud  gallant  exert iim.s.  The  damage  t<»  the 
building  and  <-ontents  is  estitnated  at 
11,500,000.    .

A  train  of  nine  cars,  heavily  laden  with 
petroleum,  on  the  Erie  Riulrojid,  caught 
fire  at  Cuba  on  the  2yth,  destroying  the  cars 
and  oil.

—The  sou  of  the  Emperor  of  France,  though  only 
l^J  years  old.  is  an  expert  compositor  and  printer. 
The  sons  of  the  royal  family  of  England  are  all 
taught  trades,  and  some  of  the  prince*  understand 
enough  abont  cari>enters'  work  to  disgrace  a  young 
man  in  New  York.  Many  noblemen's  tons  are 
taught  some  trade.  That  they  may  be  in  ainca*ure 
independent  ol  the  freaks  of  fortune. 

—All  the  water  used  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Mas- 
*,iya,— a  town  of  •i.OOO,  —in  Nicaragua,  is  brought 
from  a  lake  iu  the  mountains  some  two  miles  distant, 
it  has  iK-eu  the  custom  for  the  i>a»t  three  hundred 
years  to  convey  the  water  to  the  town  in  flve-gallou 
earthen  jars,  wliich  ar<'  carried  on  the  head*  of 
women,  about  six  hundred  being  thus  emph)yed. 
.V  company  is  fonniug  in  New  York  to  supply  the 
town  and  erect  water  works. 

—The  Tycoon  of  Japan,  who  died  at  Osaca  early 
In  September,  was  a  young  man  just  arrived  at 
maturity,  and  destitute  of  ability  or  enerL-y.  lie 
died  of  a  disease  resembling  dropsy,  which  the 
Japanese  call  A'ari.  His  successor,  Stotbashl,  was 
unanimously  elected  by  the  <;orogrio  or  Great  Coun- 
cil, and  is  said  to  be  an  able  statesman  who  has 
already  secured  the  submission  of  some  the  great 
rebel  prices,  so  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  the  si>eedy 
restorJtlon  of  peace  to  the  Empire. 

—Tlie  la-t  Pari*  papers  give  particulars  of  tbe 
trial  of  Lamirande,  who  robbed  the  bank  of  Poic- 
tiers.  He  was  sentenced  to  ten  years  imprisonment. 
L-iinirande  -tated  that  New  York  lawyer*  kept  141,- 
000  francs,  nearly  all  he  had  in  his  possession.  Ills 
counsel  n-fored  110.000  Ihincs  In  conn,  the  where- 
abouts of  which  they  had  discovered  without  his 
knowledge.  The  prisoner  had  previously  declined 
to  answer  when;  his  money  was,  as  it  would,  he 
said,  compromise  innocent  parties.  Hi*  counsel  de- 
clined to  tell  where  he  obtained  the  inouev. 

— At  an  auction  in  Paris,  some  time  since  a  ma- 
rine store  dealer  purchased  a  box  of  thread  for  four 
francs.  At  the  bottom  of  the  box  were  found  twen- 
ty bank  notes  for  1,000  francs  each.  These  the  uian 
appropriated  to  hl*own  use.  bnt  tbe  sudden  increase 
of  his  wealth  led  him  into  improprieties  which  re- 
snlti-d  in  his  arre.at,  when  he  confessed  the  whole 
matter.  The  civil  tribunal  of  the  Seine  acquitted 
the  man  of  the  criminal  ch.trge  of  misappropriation 
but  handed  seventeen  of  the  notes  for  l.OOOf.  to  the 
heir-at-law.  the  nephew  of  the  woman  to  whom  the 
box  originally  belonged. 

—Tlie  surgeons  of  Vienna  have  emiiloyed.  acco  rd- 
ing  to  the  Journal  of  tht  Society  of  Arte,  with  much 
success,  the  white  unsized  paper  known  as  papier 
Joseph  for  dressing  wound*.  It  has  all  the  proiwr- 
ties  of  lint  and  in  towns  it  may  be  obtained  in  large 
quantities  at  a  very  low  price,  lu  every  way  it  has 
all  the  advantages  of  lint :  it  doe*  not  change  iu 
contact  with  water;  it  is  a  bad  conductor  of  heat, 
and  pn-serves  in  consequence,  the  wounds  from 
atmospheric  influence.  From  its  absorl>eut  nature, 
it  sucks  up  the  matter,  maintains  the  wound  in  a 
-tate  of  dryness  favorable  for  healing,  and  it  may 
be  nsed  in  certain  circumstances  more  advanta- 
geously even  than  lint. 

—The  Malta  Otiterrer,  of  the  latest  date,  says : 
"  By  reliable  Information,  recently  received,  we 
leani  tluit  the  works  of  the  I-thmus  of  Suez  canal 
are  being  very  actively  carried  forward  by  M.  De 
Lesseps,  who,  however,  is  at  this  moment  in  France. 
.All  avcratje  depth  of  from  seven  to  nine  feet  has 
been  obtained  from  Port  Said  along  the  salt  water 
canal,  and  the  n-st  of  Uie  distance  to  Suez  is  trav- 
ersed temporarily  by  a  fresh  wati-r  one  about 
seven  feet  deep,  connected  to  the  other  by  rae.'ms 
of  locks  and  powerful  pumps.  As  far  as  60  st.iliou* 
tbe  full  width  of  the  proposed  ship  canal  has  Ix-en 
excavated  to  f*)  mi'tn»s.  bnt  from  that  point  to  the 
seventy-fifth  station  and  Ismaha  the  width  is  incom- 
plete. 

—The  servants  in  the  palace  tell  many  amusing 
stories  regarding  the  queer  doings  of  the  Emperor 
Napoleon  when  the  morose  fit  is  upon  him.  They 
say  that,  in  his  room,  he  arranges  things  to  suit 
himself— ban?*  his  engravin;:*  and  family  portraits, 
places  the  fumitun-,  and  piles  awav  his  letters  and 
papers.  So  long  as  he  is.  in  his  way,  cheerful,  he 
seem*  sntisfir-d  with  the  disposal  of  the  rooms;  but, 
daring  "the  dark  days,"  he  lakes  down  tbe  pic- 
tures, moves  the  furniture  and  the  books,  all  the 
while  L'rumblinsand  growlin::  at  himself.  On  these 
occasions  the  luuilre  W  /i"M  ol  the  palace  is  iu 
despair.  The  dinners  arc  always  "detestable," 
the  wines  "sour"— in  short,  the  ureat  "  liesar"  Is 
as  fri-tful  and  whimsical  in  his  blues  as  the  most 
p<.'tted  and  spoiled  girl. 

—The  Prince  dc  Ligne,says  the  Pall  Mall  Gazfitf. 
is  the  happy  possessor  of  a  curiosity  of  literature 
which  ought  not  to  be  withheld  from  the  forthcom- 
ing Exhibition.  It  consists  of  a  book  neither  writ- 
ten nor  printed,  which  b<ars  the  title  "  Ubcr  Pas- 
sionis  nostri  Jesu  Christ!,  cum  characteribus  nulla 
materia  composlta."  .All  the  letters  are  cut  out  of 
the  finest  vt  iliim  and  pasted  on  blue  pajH-r.  and  the 
reading  is  as  easy  as  that  of  the  liest  types.  The 
precision  with  which  these  very  small  character?  are 
cut  excites  unbounded  admiration  for  the  patience 
of  their  author.  The  German  Emperor  Rudolf  H. 
Is  said  to  have  olTered.  in  KMO.  the  enormous  sum 
of  ll.OtX)  ducats  for  this,  curious  work  of  art. 
St  rangely  enough,  tlie  hook  bears  the  English  arms, 
though  It  is  supposed  never  to  have  been  in  Eng- 
land.

When  Clirisiuuis  o>iiu's  ia  tlu'  wmti-r 
tiiiu'.  tis  it  luw  fome  cvLT  sim-e  I  onn  ro 
inemlKT,  I  tie  t-arUi  i»  vt-ry  apt  to  i^ot  a 
Christiiuis  pres»nl  of  a  lUll  of  snow  ;  ami 
if  oue  wore  an  okl  U'lui.',  t)r  a  house- ro>f, 
or  a  puteli  of  ilry,  brown  t;ra!*s  that  hiil 
once  Ix-'oa  ijreeii,  one  woiiM  wish  every 
C'hrislinas  \o  ha%e  the  .•<une  prtwent  ot  a 
great  snow  fall  that  would  cover  one  up. 
.so  that  people  wouhi  sjiy,  "  Kesilly,  how 
thanuitiijiy  that  ohl  tVui-e  UK)ksI"  or 
"  How  the'snow  takes  oil'  the  sharpness  of 
that  roof: "  or,  if  they  were  trying  to  be 
IHX  tical.  "  Stv  what  &  si>ft  ermine  luiinlle 
naugs  over-  the  shoulder  of  that  hill ! " 
An  yet  if  ihe  snow  lay  heavily  upon  the 
house-roof  very  louij,  one  would  think  that 
there  could  belittle  heal  for  the  dwelhrs 
inside,  else  it  wt»uUl  be  melted  oif. 

KverybvHly,   however,   docs   not,  keep  a 
fire  burning  all  night  iu  the  house,  aud  per- 
haps that  was  the  rea.'^on  why  two  hou^es 
wliich  stooil  aluiost   touching  each   other 
had  heavy  capes  of  snow  on,  the  night  be- 
fore Caristnuus.     It  was  easily  to  Ik*   seen, 
lor  the  luoou   was  suiniug  brightly  afier 
the  day's  snow -stt>rin,  and   the   Uouse-tops 
looked  wonderfully  white  and  cold.    These 
Iwo  house's,  though  the  snow  fell   on  both 
alike,  were  as  ditferent  as  two  men.

"I  cannot  go,"  (Mr.  Herfonlbe,giiis)  with 
t!i;il  celebrated  saying  of  Uiehaiit  CoIkIcii, 
thai  there  is  more  to  lie  Uanieil  I'loiaa  sheet 
of  the  TihuH  than  from  all  the  liisloiies  of 
Thiicydiiles.     Ycl,  for  uU  that,  1  hold  their 
reading — their  earnest  luul  inlelligenl  n^ad- 
iiiu.-,  mark  you — as  one  of  the  tx-cutials  of 
life.     Newsptii>eis  deal   |)rlinarily  with  Ihe 
realms  of  hiiniauiiy,  and  Ihey  tell  us  what 
is  going  on  in    thai    realm  at    Ihe  iiresent 
time.     Is  not  this  the  primary  reqiiisile  for 
a  well-iuslructed  life?     >.Hr»ly    it  rouceriis 
us  niore  clo.sely   lo  know    about  l!ie  world 
of  man  than  about  the  world  of  inatler — 
to  learn  what   is  iloiiig  in  human   hislory 
now  than  what  has  been  done  in  former 
times.     Of  coiiise  lliere   must  be  a  great 
deal  of  Iriviitlity   mixed  up  with  tl.i'  .-lory 
of  human  life  of  to  ilay.     Tiiis   is  .'lint])!^' 
inevitable.    Tim"  silts  oiit  tliepeliy  ditaiis 
and  leaves  the  larger  features   niore  con- 
spicuous ;  yel  lie  i.s  nol  a  wise  man  yvho  is 
impatient  of  all  these  details,  and  sneei-s  at 
new^pajiers  because  of  lli»  III.     It  does  not 
si'eiii  lo  me  lo  he  a   true  and  lieallliy  cul- 
tuix-  which  draws  all  a  man's  thoughts  to 
abstract  sciem  e  ami   recondite    karning, 
ii;ul  leaves  him  igmnanl  of  liie  great  con- 
flicts jia-ssing  in  the  Avorld  around  him,  and 
impaiieiit  of  the  things  which  concern  the 
natural  welfare  of  the  society  in  which  he 
lives.    The  worst  oi  it  i.s,  that  I  his  con- 
tempt for  newspapers   is  too  often  oiilj-  a 
symptom  of  a  deeper  def\'Ct — a   careless- 
ness of  the  world   and  of  num.     1  do  not 
thiuk  Ihis  need  he  so.     There  is  notliing 
necessarily     iiieoinpatible     iK'tween    deep 
study  ill  one  direciioii  and  a  warm  interest 
iu  what    is  .going  on  iu   tlie  living  \yorl(l. 
From  lliis,  as  the  center,  stretch  out  your 
thought    and   interest  and  Uarniii.gas  far 
as  you  like,  back  to  the  diildhood  of  our 
race,  back  into  old  geologic  ])«'nods  if  you 
will,  or  away   to  the  tiniest  .st:ir  thai  the 
teliscope   reveals,  just  glistening  on    the 
farthest  verge  of  space.     But  first,  and  un- 
derlying all,  are  man  and  the  world  around 
you  iind — the  new spiqxr. 

"And  let  me  espccinlly  urge  the  reading 
of  newspapers  as   a  distinct  means  of  self 
culture    ui)on    women.      It     may     sound 
strange  at  first,  hut  I  think  il  almost  more 
imiMirtant  to  wiuiieii  than  lo  men,  and   for 
this  reason  :  men.  going  out  into  the  world 
from  day   lo  day,  are   j)relty  suiv  to  be 
swept  up  to  the  level  t>f  what   is  passing 
in  it.  whether  they  read  the  paper  or  not : 
but  it    is   not  so  with  women.    They,  in 
their  quiet  hoii.sehold  life,  may  go  on  for 
weeks,   hardly  hearing  a  word  of  w  hat  is 
pa.ssing  in  the  great  world  imtside,  and  the 
little   that  they  do  hear  conveying  no  liv- 
ing meanin.ir  "to  them.    1  think  this  is  a 
great  evil,     ll  not  only  narrows  the   range 
of  woman's  life,  bul  she  loses  a  gi"eat  deal 
of  the  happiness  w  hich  would  come  of  in- 
tellectual companionship  and  community 
f>f    interest    with    men  —  with    a    father, 
brother,  or  a  husband.     Is  it  not  too  often 
the  case  that  the  wife  and  husband  live,  to 
some  extent,  in  diilerenl  worlds  of  thijjjpht 
and  interest?     Part  of  this  may  be  attrib- 
uteil  to  man's  incommunicJitivcness,   but 
part  of  the  cause  lies  deeper.    It  is  because 
women  are  so  seldom  eilucated  to  take  an 
interest  in  what  is  going  on   in  the  world 
around  Ihem,  and  so  are  unable  without  te- 
dious explanations  to  enter  into  the   news 
which  each  week  brings  from  evciy  quar- 
ter of  the  globe.    I  would  put  it  to  women 
not    to    depend  on   the  explanations  and 
comments  of  men,  generally  given  when  at 
all,  in  brief  phrases,  but  to  read  the  news- 
papei-s  as  a  distinct,  and  to  them  especially 
an   important,   jiart  of  the  select  culture. 
.V;;d  read  it  aright,  not   by  voting  politics 
and  foreign  news  a  bore,  but  by  keeping  an 
open  eye  and  an  understanding  mind  for 
the   pa.ssing   liistorj'   of  nations  and    the 
great  interests  which  arc  stirring  the  heat 
of  llic   world.    There  are,  on  the    other 
hand,  things  in  the  world,  and  they  are 
related  in  newspapers,  which  are  not   cal- 
culated to  enlarge  the  mind,  but  minister, 
instead,   to  gossipping.  morbid   curiosity, 
and  sometimes  indeed  lo  arouse  depraved 
feelings.      But    new.spapers    reflect    alike 
the  world's  light  and  its  shade.    To  the 
pure  all  things  are  pure,  while  the  impure 
will  find  things  everywhere  which   will 
make  him  more  impure.    There  an;  some 
who  go  through  the  world  like  vultures, 
looking  out  for  garbage  and  corruption  ; 
they  will  find  it  in  newspapers,  as  they  will 
find  il  everj-where."    Here  we  would  inter- 
rupt for  a  moment  the  thread  of  the  rev- 
erend gentleman's  di.seourse   by    the    re- 
mark, that   no   few  of  newspapers  of  the 
present    day    are    distinguished  for  their 
high  standard  of  ethical  proi)rieties,  :uul  a 
studious    avoidance    of    whatever    would 
bring  a  blush  to  the  cheek  of  m<xlesty. 

While  speaking  of  the  value  of  news)>a- 
pcrsas  agents  in  Christian  civilization,  the 
preacher  is  t-areful  not  to  omit  to  mention 
their  use  as  pojiular  educators,  teaching  a 
homely,  jjractical  wisdom  lo  whole  classes, 
who,  but  for  them,  wovdd  be  at  the  mercy 
of  every  clever  demagogue  or  every  gust 
of  popular  sufl'ering  or  pa.ssion.  Best,  i)er- 
haps.  of  all  the  uses  of  newspapers  in  the 
general  culture  of  stx-icty  is  that  in  which 
they  keep  alive  and  encourage  a  quick  and 
wholesome  "vmiKithy  among  men.  It  is 
not  the  small  gossij)  of  a  neighborhood,  it 
is  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  the  world  that 
are  brought  lo  our  very  doors  from  day  to 
day  in  the  new.spai)ers.  These  thrills  of 
sympathy  come  right  athwart  our  dailv 
life — an  element  ofaeei>erand  diviner  feel- 
ing for  which  Goil  Ih'  thanked.  Jlr.  ller- 
ford  concludes  his  discourse  by  a  recom'- 
mendation  lo  read  newspapeiN  di.scrimi- 
nalely.  choosing  their  wi.sesl  lessons,  .gath- 
ering" their  largest  use,  and  after  fayluon 
they  will  ccnne  to  be  regjirded  as  ".«rrip- 
tures,  not  without  somellung  sacreil  in 
them — an  ever-changing  bible,  not  indeed 
of  some  calm,  venerable  past,  bul  of  the 
i)resent  in  which  GikI  is  as  near  as  he  was 
111  the  days  of  old.  and  whose  slow  changes 
arc  still  the  unfohling  of  His  wHL"

An  emigrant 
car  was  thrown  down  an  embankment 
thirty  feel  high,  turning  over  as  il  f<ll,  and 
was  thoroughly  wrecked,  the  sh(K,k  start- 
ing off  the  roof,  which  remained  on  the  side 
of  the  embankment,  while  the  Ixidy  of  the 
car  crashed  on  the  fence  on  the  level  ground 
below,  and  was  splintered  and  broken  open 
on  every  side,  one  of  the  trucks  resting  in 
the  mi(Ulle  of  the  car.  There  were  a  krge 
number  of  passengers  in  it,  and  twenty 
persons  were  severely  injured.  One,  a 
woman,  was  killed.  The  other  cars  were 
dragged  into  a  cut,  and  violently  thrown 
uj)  against  the  side.  The  night  was  in- 
tensely cold.  The  crii-s  of  the  wounded, 
and  the  darkness  and  general  fright,  made 
a  terrible  scene.

Ij^lish  laitionality  has  been  finally  oblit- 
erated by  the  incorporation  of  a  jiorlion  of 
Poland  into  Russia. 

A  heavy  earthquake  has  just  occurred 
in  Algeria,  destroying  si-veral  villages  and 
many  human  lives. 

The  convicted  Fenmns  have  been  re- 
moved from  Sweetslmrg,  C.  E.,  to  the 
Kingston  Penitentiary. 

By  direction  of  the  English  Government, 
the  .sentences  of  the  Fenian  prisoners  con- 
demned to  death  in  Canada  have  been  com- 
muted to  imprisonment  for  twenty  years. 
They  have  had  a  panic  at  Havana,  with 
a  tremendous  run  on  the  baak.s.  One  bank 
paid  <mt  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  in 
gold  in  one  day.  The  panic;  is  now  over. 
The  London  Times  continues  to  evini® 
anxiety  on  account  of  the  Alabama  claim.s, 
and  urges  their  iinnnpt  settlement.  It  says 
that  this  is  the  only  question  threatening  to 
involve  England  in  difllcully  with  foreign 
Powers.  ^ 

No  ilexican  news  can  stay  news  long. 
The  reports  are  about  as  distracted  as  the 
.slate  of  that  unhappy  country.  Escobedo 
has  not  been  captured  or  hung,  as  was  re- 
ported, but  -was  well  and  on  his  way  to 
Monterey  on  the  21st  ult. 

A  heavy  battle  has  been  fcnight  between 
the  Turkish  army  and  the  Cretans,  which 
resulted  in  a  total  defeat  of  the  latter,  two 
hundred  Cretans  being  killed,  and  the  whole 
anny  fled  in  disorder  to  the  sea,  where  the 
greater  number  of  the  remnant  embarked 
on  vessels  for  safety. 

In  Canada,  the  !Madoc  gold  excitement  is 
still  sustained.  Specimens  of  gold,  said  to 
liave  been  found  in  that  vicinity,  are  ex- 
hibited, and  there  is  much  talk  of  contem- 
plated purchases  of  land  by  speculalors. 
But  it  ai)pears  that  no  lands  have  yet  actu- 
ally been  taken  up.  Meantimj  scientific 
men  have  been  detailed  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  subject. 

A  special  cable  telegram  dated  London 
January  4tli.  slates  that  England  had  been 
visited  by  a  snow  storm  of  unusual  and 
extraordinary  severity.  It  commenced  on 
Wednesday  and  continued  till  Friday  morn- 
ing. Trade  and  travel  are  almost  com- 
pletely suspended.  The  streets  of  London 
are  choked  with  snow  and  the  city  is  envel- 
oped iu  fogs,  several  accidents  having  oc- 
curred. The  snow  drifts  are  of  great  depth 
in  the  rural  districts  and  many  dwellings 
are  almost  buried.  The  Underground  rail- 
road affords  tins  chief  means  flf  locomotion 
around  London.

A  report  on 
this  subject  will  be  made  to  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  It  is  claimetl  that  grain  can 
be  shipped  from  the  West  through  New 
Orleans  to  Europe  twenty  cents  cheaper 
per  bushel  than  tlirough  New  York. 

The  Vicksburg  i/«?raW  says  that  "the 
famous  Davis's  Benti  cut-off  has  at  length 
been  made.

— :Mr.  H.  A.  Delille  write  a  sketch  of  Na- 
poleon IH.,  in  the  la.st  number  of  the 
(hiliiry,  wliich,  among  other  revelations, 
shows  that  he  is  not  the  most  exemplary  of 
huslKimls.  For  years  past  he  has  not  been 
on  giXKl  terms  with  the  Empress,  whose 
feelings  as  a  wife  he  lijis  outraged  in  the 
most  barefaceil  manner.

George  W.  Bungay,  who  recently  wit- 
nessed a  prairie  fire  writing  to  the  Detroit 
AdKiiUfr  and  Trihum\  says  of  it : 

"About  seven  o'chxik  at  night  I  took 
passage  on  the  Dixon  Air  Line  railroad. 
The  train  had  proceeded  but  a  few  miles 
from  the  city  of  Chicago  when  we  overtrwik 
a  fire  on  the  prairie.  It  was  a  bitter  night ; 
the  wind  was  blowing  lianl.  and  the  snow 
was  falling  but  the  tall,  stifi",  dry  gnuss  of 
the  pniirie  stoinl  high  above  the  thin  .sheet 
of  snow  on  the  ground,  and  the  flames 
spreail  with  gnat  nipidity.  There  was  a 
broad  luargin  bit  ween  our  track  and  the 
river  of  lire  that  swept  In-fore  the  wind. 
The  line  of  flame  was  aboitt  half  a  mile  in 
length,  and  now  and  then  it  made  such 
nipiil  i)rogress  it  seemed  to  keep  pace  with 
the  train.  It  was  a  picturesmie  and  grand 
race  betweeu  the  fire  steeds  of  the  prairie 
and  the  iron  horse.  The  former  had  no 
delays  to  make  at  station.s,  aide  traiks  and 
crossing,  the  latter  had  the  advantage  of 
human  brains  to  do  its  thinking  and  to 
piU)t  it.  On,  on  they  sped,  through  the 
thick  and  stormy  night.  One  cnickling 
and  whi.spering  in  the  wind,  sc-aring  and 
driving  aw.iy  ever}'  living  thing  in  its  path, 
the  otiier  neighing  and  prosing  forward 
with  a  tread  which  sh(Mjk  the  ground  and 
made  the  light  in  the  nearest  window  cpiiv- 
er  like  a.spen  leaves.  One  flared  its  banner 
of  flame  in  the  sky  and  tos.s<d  its  torches 
upon  the  crisp  air,  giving  a  warning  of 
a])proaching  danger  and  light  in  which  to 
escape  to  some  safe  retreat,  the  other  with 
its  mane  of  smoke  and  breath  of  sp.irks, 
and  its  eyes  in  its  forehead,  ilashetl  along 
in  a  "  meteoric  shower"  of  spark.s.  It  was 
"  i>oetr>-  in  motion  "  —  ringing  with 
the  rythm  of  progress,  whose  sound 
is  music  married  to  the  couplet 
of  iron,  in  the  iron  epic  of  an  advancing 
age.  Our  loc-omotive  gjiined  the  race 
at  last,  and  we  left  the  fiery  cav;dry  in  the 
distance  fighting  with  the  wind  and  the 
snow,  and  leaping  over  the  creeks  and 
ponds  in  its  coursi' — making  bonfires  of 
the  lone  havfrtacks  that  stoinl.  like  Lots 
wife,  within  the  n-acli  of  its  innumerable 
spears  of  ttnne.  Before  it  was  borne  a 
crim.s<m  flag  that  lit  up  the  heavens;  i>e- 
hinil  it  was  a  ciiarre<l  and  blackened  wake 
of  cinders.  Whether  it  swept  away  any 
liunum  habitatinns  in  its  path  I  cannot  say 
— but  it  was  a  most  attractive  sight,  and  so 
full  of  suggestions  I  have  bei-n  tempted  to 
give  a  brief  aecoiiiit  of  it.

Iu  tliis  instance  a  sole  of  raaplc  w::s  fast- 
ened to  the  upper  with  screws.  A  patent  was  ob- 
tained, a  few  years  since,  for  a  compreasi-d  wooden 
sole.  This  has  been  a1>audoui-d.  \  company  in 
New  York  have  lately  been  mainifactnring  a  shoe 
with  soles  and  heels  of  maple,  and  tlu-  thank  of 
leather ;  securing  tho  upper  to  the  sole  by  a  thin 
rim  of  iron  clasping  the  edge  of  the  latter.  A  re- 
cent Boston  invention  fastens  a  shaped  maple  sole 
to  the  upper  by  means  of  stafles.  It  is  in  use 
among  the  fishermen. 


AnoiT  Sii-Kcvi.Tt'KK  a  correspondent  of 
the  Boston  Journal  writes  from  Florence, 
Italy,  as  follows:  "This  whole  section  of 
country  is  more  or  less  engaged  in  .silk 
raising.  The  jdaiiis  of  Lonibardy  are 
planted  with  niulberr}'orcli:ird.^,  and  at  the 
foot  of  each  mullK-rry  tree  you  si-e  a  gnqu- 
vine.  Verj'  little  of  the  silk  niisi-d  is  man 
ufactured  liere  ;  then-  are  a  few  manufac- 
tories of  silk  goewls  at  Milan,  but  nearly 
all  of  the  raw  silk  is  purchased  by  Swiss 
merchants,  taken  over  the  Alps  to  Zurich 
.and  Northern  Switzerland,  manufactured 
there  and  then  shipped  to  the  I'niled 
States.  The  Americiin  Consul  at  Milan, 
Key.  Mr.  Clark,  informs  us  that  he  has 
been  approacheil  by  some  of  the  Milan 
merchants  w  ho  desire  more  intimate  com- 
mercial relation?  with  the  United  States.
